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Progress of the Fourth World Religion Congress 


The fourth world religion congress uas held under the nuspiccs 
of Ananai-Kyo at its International Headquarters of Shimizu City and 
Kyushu Sect, svhich took for 3 days and 5 days each from May 3rd till 
10th After the session, the meeting party made a journey to Kyoto 
city for sightseeing on the way of returning The outline of progress 
was as follows 

May 3rd 1st day 

It was rainy lately, but tins day was thin clouded and theMt Fuji 
was seen beautifully m her snow capped style Fields and mountains, 
as far as the eye can reach were full of fresh green and picturesque 
flowers, and thus the ground was as if the Paradise had been reflected 
on It The entrance of Ananai-Kyo’s plot of ground was settled a 
gate decorated with all counincs flags, and mass of the believers gath 
cicd to the Headquarters In the morning, at 9 o’clook, the opening 
ceremony was begun to service in the Dojo (worshipping hall) at the 
signal of drum beating which sounded far around Amid the classic 
music, ”YakumoGoto” and "Gagaku” the ceremony was advanced, 
the lord ritualist was Mr Shm Negami (the president of Ananai-Kyo)

and following members were the eleven persons — enrolled as deities, 
and many ritualists, who all dressed out in beautiful clasic styles Mai- 
Swarupa Mai Markand, come far from India, the white haired old 
gentleman, was seen being choked with tears of gratitude during the 
ceremony After the solemn reciting prayers of the Fourth World Re- 
ligion Congress, the dances of "Iwato no Mai” and 'Toyosaka-no Mai ’ 
were performed splendidly, which manifests the world peace and pro- 
sperity The Founder Nakano, who was dressed m a crested coat and 
accompanied with his lady ' Omichi Hime no Mikoto” first offered the 
"Tamagushi to the shrine and next Mr Ncgami, and many representa- 
tives did successively Mr Dalai, who is the secretary of Mai Markand. 
attracted attention offering the 'Tamagushi” with seriously polite at- 
titude 

After the opening ceremony the President Negami spoke a word 
of welcome and gave the opening address to the attendants, and then 
attendants’ self introduction was performed by each of them 

The congress was begun at 2 o’clock pm at the congress hall; 
and first. Master Nakano ascended on the platform and delivered the 
opening address and gave speech about the general remarks of the 
agenda, which had been offered to this Fourth Congress 

In this evening, at half past 5 the welcome dinner party was 
opened m the congress hall The tables were covered with snow-white 
cloths on which many beautiful florwers were arranged and back of 
the seats, there was cquiped with a dancing platform decorated with 
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intcrnaiional flags around and a golden screen bacl^ground President 
Negami spoke the >vclcome address and then as a token, of answer, 
the old gentleman gave a speech with highly inspiring tone for about 
20 minutes He emphasized that the world peace must be established 
quickly by congenial prayer of patriots who dare to devote themselves 
for all hum-inbeing The party was consistent in a mellow and cheer- 
ful atmosphere without distinction of nations and colours During 
the dinner the entertainment dances were performed on the stage by 
Ananai young girls who and trained their arts for a long time The 
dances were almost refined elegant Japanese "Odori”, upon which all 
foreign attendants gazed m rapture, especially the old saint Mai foun- 
der was seen shedding tears of joy After closing the party, the wel- 
come entertainment was removed to the ' Dojo” (the worshipping hall) 
and many kinds of dances were continued and published to the mass 
of believers The attendants wished also to be the spectators, in spite 
of they were advised to lake rests m their each assigned room 

May 4th 2nd day 

This day was raining quietly It came to the mam Congress date 
<'mcc tilts day The manner of the congress hall was thus the back 
ground of the speakers^ platform was adorned with a silver screen 
embossed with green letters of "The Fouth World Religion Congress” 
around the red crest of Ananai Mark , and both sides were arranged 
all countries flags , the founder’s seat was set up on the right side and 
the scats of the chairman and the interpreter were on the left side, 
in the front seats there sat the overseas attendants, and the both sides

At just 9 o’cloclv the chairman declared the opening of the congress 
and then the I ounder Nakano ascended on the platform to dclisci 
the opinion on the agenda He on this da> dressed in a pale green 
lounge suit and same coloured neck tie first gave a consolatory saluta 
tion to the afar come attendants and dclive cd the speech in regard 
to the agenda 1 and 2, with a splendid inspiring fcrscncy which 
outdid the >oung in \igour Tlicrcaftcr the interpreter con\c>cd his 
speech m English to the foreigners and then the luncheon time came 

At 2 o clock in the afternoon the congress resumed whereupon the 
Founder gave speech about the agendum 3 in the same manner 

Mr N Karamchand came to present at the meeting on this da> 
as an observer who introduced himself to the audience 

May 5tti 3rd day 

This day was scry fine The red flowers of Tsutsuji in the 
garden svcrc shinning in the rising sun and ,thc saint Mt Fuji ssas 
seen splendidly relieved against the blue sk> At 9 o clock the congress 
was opened and first Mr Dalai delivered a speech in place of Mai 
Swarupa Mai Markand on the opinion of Mai ism as to the agenda 
for one and half hour Then Mr Sasaoka translated It in Japanese 
with quite exhaustive explanation taking about equal time, whereupon 
Mai Markand moved and expressed his gratitude from his seat by 
permission of the chairman 

After the luncheon and rest the congress was reopened at 2 o clock 
Then Mr Kishore and Miss Prakashimani delivered speeches of Brahma 
Kumaris opinion on th- agenda which were translated in Japanese 
by Mr Sasaoka alike 

On this day Mr R Tikam the brother of Mr Kishore came 
newly and introduced himself on the platform He admired the Ana 
nai ism highly and expressed his wish to establish the world peace by 
means of religious movement And two high priests of Jain \ati 
Herachandra and \ ati Fulchandra accompanying with Mr V B Seth 
came on the same day The both priests were dressed m white robes 
and the former was a humpty dumpty while the latter was a tall sicn 
der person with a general moustache They had been travelling all 
over Africa India Burma Malay and Hongkong till they came far 
to Japan for their propaganda and had visited every hosp tal and 
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school toward which they contributed about ¥ 300,000,000 at total 
Shn YatvHemchandra ascended on the platform and delivered a 
speech m Hindu, which Mr V S Seth translated in Japanese. The 
epitome of it was as follows " Once four reciprocal foreigners met 
at a place and discusscscd about the most important thing to the hu- 
maiibeing, thereupon an English and an American persisted in that 
is rice and a Japanese asserted that is "Kome”, and a Chinese did so 
that IS *’Tahmie" They did not defer to other’s opinion and argued 
hotly, but when they exhibited the articles mutually of their assertion, 
these were all the same white nee This is only a parable, but men 
of the world are apt to struggle blindly as if m the above manner, 
thus man should open his heart being delivered from stupidity The 
duty of religionists is to eradicate all struggles of humanity, spmng 
which from thcevil mind Evil mind is rooted m selfishness, and to 
have faith in God removes it by promoting the spirit And the living 
faith IS cultivated by the three factors Good wiU, good word and 
good act” 

After this speech, the chairman once declared the closing, but then 
Mai Markand asked him to be allowed to speak and said, "Before, 
Aliss Prakashimani have explained that God incarnation is the Saint 
Mother, of which opinion is extremely accordant with my belief 
Trudy, the time has come when God will descend m this world as 
the Mother, who had been called as the Father for long thousand 
years I have expounded this detail as the answer of the Third World 
Religion Congress of Ananai-Kyo This idea is most important and 
necessary to humanbemg that the love and wisdom of God as the uni 
\crsal Mother will only be able to save it” 

May 6ih 4ih day 

This day is the trip joing to Kyushu The party took the express 
tram of "Aso Go’ which left Shimizu at 12 45 pm A special car was 
kindly given by the Railway Office to the Ananai-party, in which the 
seats ware half 2nd and half 3rd class Thus the atmosphere m the 
car was full of familiar mood, and various conversations were ex- 
changed livel) At some main stations the party were given hearty 
greeting by local Ananai believers 

\fa> 7th 5th day 

T he party arrived at Kurumc station at 9 30 a m , and then by two 
large buses they came to the Kyushu Dojo (the Central Board of Mis* 
sion) passing through the rainy Chikugo field There, from front gate 
to tlie Kosev-Kan budding, a crowd of Ananai followers were rccciv- 
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mg the party with loud crys of joy, wav mg flags Old Mai-Markand 
and other foreign guests were moved dccplj seeing this scene 

from 4 o’clock, the opening ccrcmon> was performed simtlarl> as 
at the Headquarters of Shimiru Newly come attendants Mr and 
Mrs Karamchand from Osaka stared m wonder at looking the solemn 
ccrcmonj, as it was their first experience I he lord of ritualists was 
served by Mr Ilirosc who is the Master of the Kyushu-Dojo m red 
'Ho” — the ritual dress During the ceremony the classic divine dance 
"Urayasu-no-Mai" and "Kami-no-Mai* were performed, w hich display 
peace and happiness All foreign attendants offered the "ramagusht" 
before the shrine 

At 5 30 o’clock the welcome dinner party was opened at 'Ileiwa- 
Kan” building After the welcome address of Mr Hirose, Mr Kar- 
amchand stood up and gave a speech, he admired the Ananai-movc- 
ment greatly, winch should be the basis of IVorld Peace, and the suc- 
cessive religion congresses may be the enhghtments of humanbemg 
And he thanked very much for the hospitality of Ananai-Kyo having 
represented all the attendants During and after the dinner the enter- 
tainments of various dances were performed on the back stage, sim- 
ilarly as at the Headquarters Those were extremely gay and elegant, 
and all the seers were lost m admiration 

May Bth Cth day ^ 

This day was also rainy unfortunately At 930 o’clock am the 
table conference was opened in "Heiwa Kan” building On the plat- 
form, the center was the Founder’s seat, and right six seats were the 
members of Ananai and left six seats were of the foreign attentants 
The chairman and the interpreter sat both sides of next to the Foun- 
der, and at this time a conductor was nominated especially who sat 
the same side of interpreter Frst the chairman declared the opening 
and showed the programme which should be progressed at this sec- 
tion, then the Founder Nakano stood up and delivered a speech of 
conclusive opinion He was dressed in Japanese style and his attitude 
was ordinarily very inspiring The audience were over 1,000 persons 
who listened utmost silently After this, each forcigh attendants did 
self introduction and gave brief address 

Having taken luncheon and rest, the conference was reopened at 
2 o’clock p m First, Mr Dalai stated the principle of Mai ism alike 
at the Headquarters, and continuously he explained his personal his- 
tory and experience He had been an attorny m the High Court of 
Judicature at Bombay, but being inBucnded by Mai Markands holy 
personality, he had given up his position and followed Mai-isim Now 
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Sc^ne of Table Conference at Kyusbu 


Je js the secretary of his Master Mai Mai hand and practising and 
studying the truth of universe according to God Mother Further 
more he expounded the Master s d vine character and wisdom ^ext 
Mr Karamchand gave a speech, who partic pated to this conference 
accompanying with his wife from Osaka He is a famous trading 
marchant of India having many branch offices in Japan China and 
India Aftea th s Mr Tikam expressed his opinion about the unwer 
sal rcl g on by which the human should be promoted 

Thereafter Mr Sasaoka ascended to the platform and read out the 
translat on of Ma isiu s opinion and the message of Shn Tukdoj 
Maharaj sent for th s fourth Congress who had to come to Japan at 
chts occasion He ttad promised firrafy fo come to this Coa /ercnce 
but unfortunately he had been attacked ivith a disease and thus had 
given up h s journey He is a divmc man to uhom the Prime Minister 
J Nehru IS paying most respect 

May 9th 7th day 

This day wns tcry fine and w ide prme lull of the Kyushu Dojo 
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\v\s sinning in splendid brjgiilncss At 9 a m the tible conference 
uas begun The arrangements of tlie phtform was as abosc said and 
thousand of audience were filled in the down hall The decorations 
of international flags and many flower arrangements were put here 
and there gayl> The named Conductor was \Ir Nishimura who sat 
aside the Founder opposite to the chairman Negami The six Ananai 
members were Mr Hirose, Mr Kitamura Mr Matsui Miss Hisatsune 
Mr Tatcishi and Mr hvasaki and on the opposite side the foreign 
attendants sat The order was Mai Markand Afr Dalai Mr Karam 
chand Mrs Karamchand Mr Kishorc and Mr Tikam The scene 
was like a radio consersaztone and the epitome was as follows 
Conductor, I think from todays pcrsonnal the discussion problem 
will be apt to incline generally and abstractly Therefore I wish 
to touch upon some familiar topic First I ask to Mrs Karam 
chand that the position of ladies has been lifted up highly m the 
politics and general society in the late time but how ts it in the 
religious standpoint ^ 

Mrs Karamchand, In India the Hindu society is the subject and 
in this society the mistress of every house is responsible for all 
affairs Therefore ladies are authoritative for home management 
and children are absolutely obedient to their mother This habit 
IS issued from Hindu religion I believe 
Conductor, It is very good I think, that ladies are living in faith 
in every day life, but furthermore is it better or not that they 
meddle in religious movement positively 
Miss Hisatsune " I advocate that ladies should concern themselves 
in religious movement by which societies must be promoted spin 
tually and the world peace must be established not only they live 
religiously in the home maingcment This is the Gods Will I 
believe 

Conductor How Mr Karamchand has been influencing religiously 
his company tlirough his undertaking to the society^ I have beard 
he IS a very Mrtuous and pious trader 
Mr Karamchand I have journeyed everywhere in foreign country 
and visited churches temples and religious groups for servicing 
them As for a faithful Indian I also have contributed to every 
of them This conduct is the custom of our country which mam 
fests the realization of religious mmd I believe God is unique 
and same cventhough various religions are existing I wish to 
practise good will m my business as much as possible according 
to the divine will " 

Conductor "Today the human wants the true easiness but can re 
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Itgion give It ’ ’ 

Mr Matsui , "Formerly, there have been many religions which aimed 
at self-interests, but originally religion must not be rooted m egoism 
or individualism It should attribute to unique God who created 
the universe and all things Thus, naturally religion can save and 
make happy all humankind by His omnipotence and omniscience ’ 
Conductor, "What is the relation between self-perfection and reli- 
gious movement ^ ’ 

Mr Kishore, 'There is no need to say that religious moicments are 
necessary to bring forth peace and prosperity, and this movements 
should be done by spiritually perfect men In fact, 1 say, that one 
to do religious movement is to tram himself to the perfection 
Man IS perfected when he communicates with God spirit, but this 
does not always depend on asceticism” 

Mr Inasaki, ' To aim at self perfection is impossible, but man can 
make effort according to God mind, and when the world peace 
will be established by His Will or when the humanbeing will be 
perfected, the self perfection will be also accomplished at the same 
time ” 

Conductor, ' What is the difference between religion and phyloso- 

phy^ 

Mr Tikam, "In India, the general phylosophy has been taught as the 
guidance to the religion at each school ” 

Mr Kitamura , ' Phylosophy is the highest thought, but after all it is 
human made But religion is brought forth by God, which can 
be appreciated and understood only by faith Therefore, those 
two are different essentially True peace or happiness are not able 
to be realized by phylosophy, rather those will be destroyed by the 
latter in the end We must thus depend on true religion and not 
on phylosophy ’ 

Mr Dalai, "Phylosophy is the best in thought and theory, but has 
no living power Thus phylosophy can not connect with faith, 
and by faith man may only be bestowed true knowledge and life ” 
At this time, the Conductor Nishimura declared to take a rest And 
then, at the same time it was resolved by all members that a telegram 
of sympathy will be sent to Shei Tukdoji Maharaj, who had been at- 
tacked with a disease before bis journey to us 
The conference was reopened at 2 p m 
Conductor, ' Ananai kyo has already held the \SorId Religion Con- 
gress four limes, and has connected with 72 different countries* 
friends which in number, it extends over 2,000 Being based on 
this standpoint, should we establish an organization as a name of 
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the International Religious Federation’ Thus uc may work more 
actively' ’ 

Mai-Markand, 'Such an organization should be established quickly, 
it IS a proper thing indeed Till nosv many religion conferences 
have been held, but no fruit has been gotten This was due to the 
want of divine man vsho communicated with the universal spirit 
If such a Religious Federation is rooted in the Universal Spirit, 
which IS newly established, it is sure to win a great success” 
Founder ISakano , " I and Mai-Markand arc the same age, 69 >cars 
old, and both are in accordance with spirits I will be also in 
India with him, and he is always in Japan with me In facing 
the critical moment of the world, we must practise the Heaven’s 
Will as if wc became one mind and flesh ISow it is an urgent 
need to construct the International Religious Federation, by which 
wc should awake all the stale religions I approve Mai Marfcand’s 
opinion heartily All religions should be remedied and induced” 
\Iai-Markand , ith this talk of Master Nakano, it has become clear 
that my opinion is the same to his, in that respect of the Interna- 
tional Religious Federation The way of establishing the world 
peace is none whithout it, I believe” 

Mr Kararachand , "I also concept the same opinion God is essen- 
tially one, cventhough religions arc numerous IVith this idea the 
vsorld peace will be realized easily” 

Conductor, ' ^\hat is the time of forming such organization’” 

Mr Tateishi, "The time has already come Ivow is the most urgent 
juncture to form it ” 

Mr Koshorc, "I approve it, of course More early is the more ef- 
fective” 

Conductor, "It is good that the opinions of all attendants have been 
agreed ” 

Thus this days conFercncc came to the end 
May 10th 8th Day 

This day was fine too The conference w as opened and advanced 
as the last day Tlic foreign attendants offered each problem about 
which the participants talked together The problems were as follow* 
Mai-ism’s A, "How do you increase the general religiosity of the 
world on the physical side and spiritual side’” 

Mai ism’s B, "!s it necessary to form a Universal Religion for in 
creasing religiosity’” 

Mai-ism’s C; ' ^^hat is your suggestion regarding such a Universal 
Religion ’ ’ 



Mr Tik im's , * Very rarely you find young peoples having any interest 
m religions Ihcv arc told to In\c faith as jt is written in old 
conventional Tchgioiis books Can we create interest in them by 
way of reasoning and answering their common questions which 
disturb their mmd or should we leave until they are old enough 
to follow one or other faith blindly’" 

Mr Kanmehand’s, "Does truth m the long run pay in life physically 
and spiritually ’ ’ 

Mr Koshore's, "How can one religion exist in the world without 
merging all the existing religions’ And how, when and Vvho has 
got this authority and power to do tins’” 

At last, Mai-Snarupa Mai-Markand asked the i oundcr Nakano the 
next question, 

"How did the Holy Founder of Ananai>Kyo come to realize the 
final supremacy of the spirit, and what steps has he taken to spread 
the message received by him’’ 

For all above questions, the answers were given by Ananai members, 
as well as by the Founder And still Master Nakano pronounced that 
after the session the overseas friends will be invited to the Shmseikan 
(Supplemental hall of Ananai- Kyo at Izu) where the explanation of 
Ananai ism will be given directly 

Thereafter, from about 3 o’clock, the question and answer were ex 
changed between foreign attendants and general audience In which 
questions there were two or three as such as next "Why Indian ladies 
put the red signs on their forehead’’, ’Why the majority of Indian 
are vegetarians’’, ‘ Why Hmduists do not eat meat’’, "In what 
way do Indian dispose of dead persons’” etc To these questions the 
attendants gave each answer which was very interesting to hear to all

classic Japanese style The Founder s seat was settled in the middle 
front with a beautiful cushion which was due to the hospitality of the 
host The President and foreign attendants sat m line right side of 
him and the host Mr Matani and Master of this temple Mr Takcda 
sat m the left side 

The ceremonial tea was carried in and they were entertained at 
u whereby Mai Markand asked to be given an explanation of it seeing 
its graceful formality Mr Takeda expounded the history of the green 
tea in detail that the progenitor of it was the great priest Eisai

Prior to the conference this time, I tvill speak of my general remarks 
on the agenda 

The first agendum reads "In regard to the relation between this 
world and religion" The main idea of this agendum is to clarify that 
this s\orId IS the World of God 

This world being taken as the center, for it is the World of God, the 
past world was in existence, and the future world will follow. Therefore, 
the states of the past, present and future arc to be made clear by clarify- 
ing the state of this world God brought the universe namely all the 
creation irito existence By knowing the Great Spirit of God shown in 
the phenomena of the universe, it is able to find that this world is the 
World of God It can be said that this svorld is Heavenly Father and 
Heavenly Mother to the humankind and all others, because God created 
this world Therefore, one and all ought to be obedient to His divme 
will I call it the Supreme Religion The supreme religion is namely 
the manifestation of the divine will in this world Consequently, this 
world IS said to be the embodiment of the supreme religion For the 
humanbeing and all others, the supreme religion is said to be Fatherly 
God and Motherly God Therefore, the agendum 'the relation between 
religion and this world’ is all the same in the meaning to that this world 
Itself IS religion It can be said that all the activities of this world are 
the supreme religion By clarifying the essentiality of this world, the 
path which the humanbeing must proceed on is to be constructed 

The humanbeing has built the physical side of the present human 
world with his worldly and personal knowledge, but as all the activities 
ofspintareto be incarnated m this world, the physical side only is not 
perfect This world is composed of the spiritual and physical sides, and 
the spiritual sides takes the subjective part and the physical side is sub- 
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ordinate to it These two sides are unified m one which tvill become 
the path where the humanbeing proceeds on This shows the activity 
of God 

Now, I will speak of the second agendum "How should religion be 
made Known to the whole Humanbeing 

If the state of this world is clarified, it is to be found that this ssorld 
Itself IS the supreme religion which is the path where the humanbeing 
must proceed on If the religionist and the leader apprehend to a full 
extent that this world is the World of God, they can not but recognize 
the supreme religion When a man comes to have a religious mind being 
born m the supreme religion, the mind itself returns to the spirit which 
IS expressed m the word this world Man is pro\ided with a treasure 
named voice Because of this voice, man is provided with a power to 
move all men at a ivord But the voice is not a persona} t}ting, it is 
the word which has the three virtues of divine light, power and virtue 
based on God s Will of the universe, that is to say, the voice is the word 
of God It IS easy to convey the Will of God to the humanbeing in a 
voice of the divine word The combination of the supreme religion and 
the whole humanbcing has aircadv been made, and this combination 
makes human spirit awaken 

I am going to speak as to the third agendum "In regard to religion 
and the permanent world peace” 

As this world is the World of God, the humanbeing will have a clear 
understanding on the supreme religion if God’s spirit and individual 
spirits arc united in one This unity represented as the Coming of the 
Saviour, that is to say, God comes to appear m man’s flesh and blood 
in this world It goes without sa>ing that the Saviour is the Master of 
Salvation of this world 

Our ancestors wc in this world, and our generations m the future 
will receive the dnine graces and know clearly the circumstances all 
through the period of past, present and future, only when the Saviour 
comes, who has a body and clarifies the circumstances of this world of 
no beginning and no end Then, there will be no conflicts in the human 
society and people will not fall in individualism The humanbeing 'vill 
lead his daily life in concert with the truth of the universe, come to be 
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aclnc just as God svishcs, and hke this tsty the Inimanbcing svdl build 
1 bright and promising uorld Fven a thing from the humtnbcing to 
all others \s»ll not be turned into a lifeless being 

Such actiMties as the human is awaltcncd from superstitions, c\il 
spirits arc regenerated, and cv ilness IS turned into goodness, will come to 
appear in this world only when the human recognizes nhat this world is 
It IS needed for the human to know that this is the World of God 
and so every thing is made to be useful and to proceed on the rcighlcous 
path with his spirit regenerated 

The world of God is expressed in such words as the Great Spirit of 
the universe, the Almighty Science , the Unification of all lines of learn 
mg, the Grand Art of the uniscrsc and the Force of Growth Promotion 
These expressions arc different mamrcsiations of the supreme religion and 
each of them manifests the supreme religion Though it is expressed in 
so many ways it is to be reduced to the Spirit of God No matter what 
combination of words is used, the Spirit of God must be implied in it 
As I speak of all what I see in the spiritual world the wise, the 
scholar and the scientist on the physical side of this world may have 
different opinions against mine I have spoken the outlines of my opin 
ions on the agenda of the World Religion Congress as you liave heard 
Your Honourabics, I wish you to have discussions for the benefit 
of the humanbemg and the great and noble cause at this conference 
will express other opinions of mine on each agendum later on

In regard to the relation between this world and religion 

Before I express my opinion regarding this agendum, there is one 
thing I want to premise As this world is composed of two sides, meta- 
physical and physical, there ought to be two different properties in the 
essentiality of man’s opinion, that is, one opinion belongs to the physi- 
cal world and the other to the mataphysical world, namely the spiritual 
world The physical opinion belongs to that of the person in the physi- 
cal world, and the metaphysical opinion belongs to the one in the spiri- 
tual world I am going to express my opinions on agenda as meta- 
physical opinion In other words, all what I talk from now on will be 
spoken as I observe them in the spiritual world Therefore, if one listens 
to me with his judgement based on his physical opinions, he shall not 
be able to understand me Naturally, my opinion will not agree to those 
opinions of the wise, the scholar and the scientist I hope you will listen 
to me on the basis of this premise 

First of all, there is a power, composed of the metaphysical forces 
of the sun, the moon and the earth, and I call such forces God by name 
Each of them must not he explained separately The sun must not be 
explained alone being separated from the other two The same thing 
IS to be said in regard to the moon and the earth 

The metaphysical world, in another word the spiritual world, was 
created by the correlative frictions of these three forces In the mata- 
physical world thus created, there is a force that I call the Force of 
Growth Promotion, which is produced by the combinations of ultra micro 
particles By this force of Growth-promotion, vegetables, minerals and 
all other things arc to grow up, and if it is expressed in another way, 
this is the Power of God Like this way, the humanbeing is to be born 
There are low and high tides in the sea , they are also to be originated 
by the Power of God Raining and blowing are also to be produced by 
the Power of God. 

The metaphysical world or this world in another word, under God s 
administration in every respect, is the World of God, and nothing is in 
exisience in human’s power m this world For the human, there is 
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nollnng Inppirr tlnn to be born lo lt\c in tins s\orld because of the 
World of God So that, the human should belies c that (his uorld is the 
World of God I here arc such ssorldt of past and future sshich center 
in (his world as their basis This world is the Gods created one of no 
begming and no end, and all things in it arc the creation of Gods in- 
tentions 

If the slate of Gods ssorld sshich is the matiifcstation of the state 
of this ssorld is perccivctl the circumstances of the past, present and 
future svill be made dear as if thc> wcrcrcllccted in i mirror On the 
one hand it is a matter of importance to obserse the Mind of God which 
IS shown through the phenomena of the iiniscrsc not mistaking the pnnci 
pal and the acccasorj, ssho created one and all of the umserse and is 
our Great hathcr and Great Mother at the same lime 

One IS able to find the disinc graces of God dcirly by knowing 
Ills Spirit Tins world is the manifestation of Gods power, and because 
of that one and all things of this s\orld are IIis creations, the force of 
growth promotion of them is showing the potentiality of God As I 
mentioned previously, tins world is the God s adminisierativc world The 
true aclvial being called religion by name m the human world signifies 
tins world Itself Therefore, one and all things e.aisting in this world 
are included in the word religion In this respect I wish you to know 
there IS a fundamental diRcrencc of significance between the word reli- 
gion commonly used and the word of mine, the supreme religion In 
consequence, tlic supreme religion signifies the phases of phenomena of 
the universe as they arc appenng in this world, and there the force of 
growth promotion is acting under the will of God naturally in good 
order It is this world and there is no World of God elsewhere if this 
IS not recognized as World of God 

In the present world God is active daily with the wonderful potenti 
ality of the universe The earili was created by being concentrated of 
ultra micro particles, the firmament came to exist the rythmical circu 
lation of the universe began to start , the grand atomospherc of the 
universe being generated, the force of life came about; — like this way, 
all were brought into a system to become the universe There might 
be differences betw ecn the matters I hav e spoken of and what the wise 
and the scholar are observing from the physical stand points, but I have 
spoken of the creation of the universe through ray obervation on it from 
the spiritual world 

The human body is composed of ultra micro-particIes, and the grand 
atmosphere of the universe is induced in to be tied with his heart 
Then the rhythmical circulation of the grand atmosphere of the universe 
begins to work there Like tlus way, a human being comes to be born 
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Therefore the grand atmosphere of the universe js touching on all the 
parts of a human body I will talk about the relation between the 
grand atmosphere of the universe and man Lven something wrong 
occurs on the point of a finger or a toe, man feels its cfTcct in his heart 
Such an effect is caused by the action of the grand atmosphere of the 
umverse m his heart 

This IS called the inadic elements of soul, power and body It is 
the undeniable fact that God created the universe, that is the present 
world xn another expression and one and all things m it are united 
with the power of God It can be said that the present world is the 
World of God because of that one and all tlnngs are united with the 
power of God ^Vhat was called religion came to exist m the human 
world in order to manifest this fact By the reasons I have spoken, I 
say that there is a close relation between the present world and the 
supreme religion In another expression, it can be said that the supreme 
religion indicates the present world 

On the one hand, it may well be said that religion is a teaching to 
expound Gods great Spirit of the universe to the humanbeing It re- 
lates to that the twenty four thousand million humanhemgs are to be 
provided with virtue by the divine power through their longing after 
the graces of God Consequently, the human should know that the 
present world itself is the supreme religion and the world of God itself 
Therefore, the human should lead his life in the truth of the universe 
keeping this world in good order if he wishes to live in this earth It 
IS the way of living xn the supreme religion to do like this It is the re 
ahty in this world that anything can never be separated from the supreme 
religion that manifests God, because of anything being made by God 
If I speak of the relation between religion and this world precisely 
in detail u will be hard for me to come to its end in a short time and 
it Will be impossible for man s ability to describe it minutely There 
lore I will speak of it by a ting some simple instances 

I spoke about the unification of all lines of learning and religion at 
the past religion conferences but I want to talk about it again What 
IS called religion and the path which the humanbeing proceeds on are 
to be made clear by clarifying the order of the universe, the graces of 
nature and the force of nature of the present world not mistaking the 
principal and the accessory And the phases of the past and future 
are also to be made clear by clarifying the principal and the accessory 
of this present world In case the state of the present world is made 
clear, the phases of the past present and future are to be clearly known 
all through because this world is of no begming and no end If the 
significance of the supreme religion is expounded clearly the activities of 
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(jotl Come to be seen to our c>cs, nnd be touched in our Inxitcs and it 
IS found distinctive!) tint Gods Spirit is bound to ours. 

It IS ilso found tint the present world is the supreme religion itself 
as 1 mentioned alreid), in which we arc living beciuse we Invc the 
supreme religion in ourselves from birth If 1 express a in other words 
a enn be siid tint the supreme religion is God Himself, -ind so the 
supreme religion can never be scp,xntcd from the present world This

of the universe, and the humanbeing is led to know that the universe is 
advnncing on in good order bj the force of the great nature 

Like this way, the universe is to be perfected onl) when the human 
being has Icnrncd what the present world is, and then the humanbeing 
also IS to be perfected as he should be Uhat meant by the word per 
fcction stgnfies that tcnchmg called religion b> name is made for the sake 
of the humanbcing and the religion which is the Will of God itself, is 
spread to all humanbcings Tins shows the relation between the supreme 
religion and the present world As I have repeated to say The pre 
sent world is the Uorld of God the universe is to be perfected by this 
reality, and the mechanism of the umverse is made thus wonderfully 
exquisite 

Now, I am going to speak of the Great Spirit of the Universe First 
of all to be sure, there is spirit in a thing The spirit is showing the 
thing IS alive In consequence, looking at a phenomenon of the uni 
verse. It IS possible to find its spirit in it, and the spirit is said to be a 
God 

God IS being active m good order in the umverse, and if I express 
it m other words the activity is called God Gods activity has its aim 
There is no activity where there is no aim 

God IS being active ceaselessly as it is His intention to perfect the 
universe and the humanbcing Needless to say it is His Will that this 
world comes to be glorified If the present world is enlightened the 
twenty four thousand million humanbcings will be given virtures and 
then happy world to live in for them wall be built extending all over 
the past, present and future I will speak of what the human is After 
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ihc sun, the moon, the stirs ind the earth ivcre settled at their own 
locniions, grasses and trees came to grow , birds and animals came to 
be born, and then man u as born. Man is called the lord of creation 
because of that he was born as a miniature copy of the universe being 
made after the metaphysical tnadic forms of the sun, the moon and the 
earth, and he shall be glorified for ever just as the truth of the universe 
js All from vegetables to animals were created to be active one-sidedly 
Contrary to this, man was made noble because of the lord of creation 
and the miniature copy of the universe One is able to know it clearly 
if he perceives the Great Spirit of the present world 

Accordingly, it is the way of clarifying ihc state of past to make 
the phase of the present world clear As there is the present world, 
there comes the future world after it The present world is drawing 
the future world Therefore, one will get in touch with the future if 
he IS able to know the slate of the present world In this sense, the 
present world is said to be the ^VQrld of God The humanbeing him 
self was generated with his origin m the present world, and his spirit, 
too, must have its foundation in the Great Spirit of the present world 
Gods activities in the present world are connected with one and all 
things The way to clarify this in the spiritual way is expressed by the 
word religion commonly used Against this the force of growth pro 
motion IS called m another expression the spiritual world or the World 
of God because of its being spiritual 

The human of the present world does not recognize the God s ac- 
tivities since they are not visible to eyes eveuthough they are actually 
existing Now that the human is looking at the growth promoted phy- 
sical side only, he is not enlightened to know the existence of God, and 
he lays stress on the physical world alone 

So then as the humanbeing is unable to apprehend the Great Spirit 
of God, he docs not nse in spirit Since the humanbeing docs not com 
prehend that one and all things of the present world are the essentiality 
of the super religion and accordingly it expounds God s activities, he 
becomes materialistic walks wrongly away from the right course of 
nature, and he sticks one sidediy to the material world The humanbeing 
should be living in the supreme religion which is the spiritual isomer of 
the present world Accordingly, the humanbeing is said to be perfected 
by returning to his natural nature Therefore, that to perfect the universe 
is meant for the humanbeing to return to his natural form If the 
humanbeing proceeds on under the intentions of God, there will be 
realized the mans oneness with God The man s oneness with God 
shows his original form which has turned in a divinity But m the human 
world today people are materialistic as they are standing in individualism 



and they arc declining to rmtcrialism as I nicniioncd prc\ioujI> 

The present uorld must proceed on >Mth the of the Greit 
Spirit of the universe as the subjective and human fcnov> ledge as the 
subordinite, not taking maternhsm as the mitn W hat I spoke might 
have been complicated in order, and cxplatiations could have been 
inverted, but I hive in insistence on the mitter of this present world, 
which IS the World of Cod, through my observation on it from the spi- 
ritual vsorld The Icidcr and the scientist of the present vsorld consider 
It and try to cvplam it one sidcdly on the basis of their ovin knowledge 
which IS human worldly learning, but I express m> opinion through my 
observation from the spiritual world If the present world is enlighten 
cd spirituall), the humanbeing is to come to make the spiritual matter 
subjective It is hard to explain the povicr of God for its not being 
material but spiritual lor instance, though there is a word, there is 
no object for it, or an object, but no word 

Gods activities arc existing outside the words of the human world 
Accordingly, it is impossible to express and expound them b> viTitmg 
or by words So that, it is needed for one to learn the Spirit of God 
in a method of communication from mind to mind after being trained 
in some kind of method of communicating with God That the present 

world IS the World of God is made clear by this It will be found 

hov% honourable the World of God is After being sclf-discipIincd to 
communicate with God, it is to be seen to the second sight called spi 
ritual eyes Sometimes, the Will of God is spoken to ear, or taken into 
one’s mind, or the power of God is bestowed to him Furthermore, if 

one receives God with a firm belief in the truth of the universe, he is 
to be brought in touch with God This makes it clear that the present 
world is the World of God indeed 

God bestows His teaclungs on the matter of the universe precisely 
in man’s heart Considering this, only I am able to believe the present 
world IS the World of God As my opinion on the agendum "the re- 
lation between religion and this world”, I declare that religion and this 
world can never be set apart, and this world is the World of God lo 
which one and all things God created 

This world have two sides, spiritual and substantia] As I spoke 
already, the spiritual side is formless and invisible, but the physical side 
has a visible lonn It goes witbout saying tbat a’d tbe physical side is 
also made m conformity to the Will of God Because of that one and 
all things are the expressed beings of their spirits which they have as 
their essential tlements they arc such substantial beings as produced by 
the power of spirit 

Consequently, where all the creation is observed at its spiritual side 



mainly and its substantial side subordmately, God’s activities come to 
eyes and ears, and His power can be recognized by observing the growth- 
promotion of such substantial object Therefore, this world is such an 
one which is composed of the Will of God and the substantial side in 
which His Will IS expressed In case the world goes on m a material 
way only, it is sure that there comes destruction, and it is all the same 
in the case of it goes on m a spiritual way alone 

Every thing will satisfy the Will of God in the case of the world 
proceeds with the spiritual and physical sides combined together And 
also the human is inclined to one side if he follows the principles of 
intellectualism and materialism only, and it is all the same for him if 
in the case of spirit alone It is the most eminent way of how the 
humanbeing should satisfy the Will of God that he goes on in the path 
in which the two sides arc united in one 

It satisfies the Will of God to proceed on in the path of Oneness of 
spiritual and physical ways Because of the humanbcing today is pro 
cceding on one sidcdly to the physical side, he is against God s Will, 
running in confiicts among fellow creatures and walking in heretical 
paths and superstitions 

Most leaders are inclined to their own physical ways of guidance, 
and do not look through the world spiritually It is the actual state 
of today that humanbeings are going into the depth of conflicts among 
themselves being against the Great Spirit of the universe because of there 
being no spiritual guidance So then, I consider that it is the great 
importance for the humanheing to recognize this gracious world first of 
all 

I will neither despise man s knowledge, nor any other things One is 
able to perceive what that world is iF he tries to lead his life spiritually 
based on the Will of God, as this world was built under His intentions 
All the creation is to be made alive m its real character after spiritual 
enlightenment I have expressed my opinion on the stand point of the 
super religion having observed the matters in the agendum from the 
spiritual world

IIow should Religion be wade known to the Whole 
Human being ? 

I will express my opinion regarding this agendum 

This ^\orld is the ’iVorld of God as I spolve it in the first agendum 
With this uorld in the centre, the past world had come and the future 
world will come This is God’s intention Therefore, I call what is 
composed of the three worlds of past, present and future the fundamen- 
tal world, and I call this chain of three worlds the 'World of God, or 
the supreme religion 

I think I ha\c to gi\e some explanation about the word supreme 
religion I use This word of my terminology differs fundamentally from 
the meaning of the word religion commonI> used How it differs, >ou 
may know while you arc listening to my speech There is no alterna- 
tive word, so I use the word supreme religion in order to distinguish 
it from the word religion commonly used 

The word supreme religion signifies the fact that one and all from 
the humanbeing to others came to exist in this world This word sig- 
nifies man’s daily life, that is to say, man’s daily life is the supreme 
religion itself The activity cotisisung of the spiritual side and the phy- 
sical side of the supreme religion is called God’s activity All the spi 
ritual activities of God are to come out being substantialized Therefore, 
everything has spirit as its element If this principle is spoken regard- 
ing science, the more the science in the human world progresses, the more 
spiritual It becomes, and when it makes an advancement a step deeper, 
it comes to reach in the Spirit of God and m touch with the Spiritual 
world, namely God 

When it comes in touch with God, it becomes a spiritualized science 
which IS far above human knowledge Science must be united with 
God’s spirit so that it may come to be really useful Science brings 
divine graces when it is united with God Like this way, science is di 
vinely reduced to the Great Spirit in its essentiality, and then it is to 
be reproduced from the Great Spirit into the true science of the human 
world I call it Almighty Science Almighty Science signifies that its 
activity IS omnipotent Science ought to be restored to God’s adminis- 
tration after all ^Vhen science is reproduced through man’s flesh after 
it IS once reduced to God s spirit, it is the out coming of God s activities 
In such a way as this it is represented as the supreme religion to be- 
come God’s activities coming out of spirit in the state of substance after 
once being reduced to spirit from substance I call it the force of 
growth promotion that e\ erythmg is generated first from spirit and then 
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it IS substantialized to bring up all other things Work of the force of 
growth-promotion is named as the Grand Art of the universe This 
world was made by the Grand Art of the universe Man’s activity in 
his daily life is also the manifestation of the Grand Art of the universe 
Because of that art is unseen to eyes, it is inexplicable Art is some- 
thing which IS active very sensitively I express the method in which 
God IS active m innumerable changes, by the word art Human art 
have progressed up to the stage next to the art of God 

If human art makes advance a step, it will be united with the Art 
of God Because of that the art of God exceeds human knowledge in- 
deed, a useful art for the universe and the humanbeing will be born if 
they arc combined In this world, there is a way leading to an art 
inconceivable to human knowledge for the benefit of the spiritualized 
an This way is as well to be called the supreme religion The supreme 
religion is the most important element and the most venerable for the 
human To be alive in the supreme religion means to comprehend the 
Great Mind of God Human knowledge and his spiritual existence are 
different Because of that this world is the World of God, it is possible 
for men to go further mncrmostly in spirit The supreme religion sig- 
nifies the activities of the universe, namely the Will of God Itself Ac 
cordingly, m case one, who believes in the supreme religion receives the 
Great Spirit of the universe m him, he is to become one of milliards of 
deities The Great Spint of the universe here mentioned signifies God s 
intentions and also His activities 

The force of growth-promotion manifests God’s activities which are 
appearing from the spiritual side into the physical side of this world 
with God’s intention One and all things are to become what God 
wishes, being growth-promoted We are able to know what a blessed 
world this IS only by looking at the state of the force of growth-promo- 
tion It is too honourable to express it by word of mouth that God 
made us and brought all other things into being, and He is bringing up 
them all, and let them proceed on the glorious path of the universe which 
is this world, with nothing short m daily life, but having them blessed 
As God created all from the humanbeirvg and downwards even art, 
science and any other are to be unified m God at last if they advance 
innermostly All lines of learning are also to be unified m God There- 
fore, in case this world is enlightened, the unification of all lines of 
learning is to be realized The unification of all the subjects of learn- 
ing IS preciously important All human teachings must be unified in 
God To be reduced m God signifies that one makes himself advance 
on the foundation of God’s intentions after he once returns to God It 
IS also God s intention that one may proceed on in a human way, but 
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It IS one side of the pnth Therefore, it is God's intention that one 
proceeds on n path of the physical and the spiritual combined 

As I mentioned previously, this world was brought into being after 
Its spiritual Side was transformed materially, and its spiritual side and 
phpical side were put together in one Sucli is the intention of God. 
but the humanbeing today has made a world of human knowledge, re« 
cognizing Visible things only and making them consistent to his know- 
ledge, inclining principally to the physical side 

He docs everything in the principles of individualism and material 
ism If the human proceeds on m human knov\ ledge and theories onl>, 
he will become a deity by himself and an atheist, disregarding true 
God So tint, sufch a phjsical concept is dangerous, and if the human 
proceeds on with his self discipline of physical concept, lie will surcl> 
come to build a world of destruction at length Shortly speaking, it is 
to bring the world to its destructive end where the path for the human- 
being to proceed on, comes to cease to exist Some horrible situtations 
arc to be made ready for the humanbeing after all This is the direc- 
tion in which the humanbeing of the whole world is now proceeding on 
The humanbemg has been proceeding on inclining to individualism 
through the power of habit, so he is unable to understand how to live 
spiritually Like this way, he has made such a human society as it is 
today Man has a tendency to take religion as superstition or think as 
if he were taken to a heretical doctnne, and so it is very hard to make 
him listen spiritually In the human world, the matter of the World of 
God arc expounded theoretically according to the development of human 
knowledge 

As not being m touch with the Spirit of God of the uni\erse, thc> 
arc considering on the basis of indnidual knowledge, and so, they do 
not recognize God, and God is but an idea m their knowledge, and 
they do not know the world of God which is in existence under the 
name of this world It must be said that it is the utmost danger m 
deed to lead this uorld by human knowledge like this way 

Even the religionist is not m communion with God and there arc 
no divine grace, no divine light, but human theories and reasons only 
in his teachings So that people feel too much tiresome to listen He 
is leading people by his religion of human knowledge into superstitions 
and heretical doctrines with no belief in the supreme religion, such a 
spirit as hts must be reformed As this is the world of God it is nee 
essary to teach the force of growth promotion which is Gods Will 

In regard to how to make the whole humanbemg known the 
supreme religion it is the religionists duty to clarify the dnmc cause 
It is possible to religionize the whole humanbemg if the truth of this 





world »s clarified expounding such items as this is the World of God , 
the power of God which ts called the force of growth-promotion, and 
the unification of all lines of learning, the Almighty science and the 
Grant art of the universe arc all performed b> God’s Will 

What I have talked now is the way to preach the supreme religion 
to the whole humanbemg 1 hereforc, first of all, it is required to make 
e\cry one apprehend clcarl) the Will of God, that is tins is the World 
of God That to do like this is expressed by the phrase ’* to be reduced 
m God” This is what the lord of creation should do, and all the 
creation is to be glorified by this Cventhough such an ideal as builds 
the peace by human knowledge, or improves the world by human learn- 
ing IS spoken, it will not be realized Because of that man's knowledge 
and learning arc the works by words man devised, they arc limited 
only to men, and so they are not communicated with God As the 
grade of knowledge and learning vanes according to a private indivi- 
dual mental state, it is hardly to be judged, but it is thought to be 
ranged between his spirituality and individuality, because man’s know- 
ledge and learning are able to advance to the stage of one step to God 
Man’s knowledge and learning arc the insistence of a private indivi- 
dual, and so they belong to the scope of his spirit, which differs from 
the Great Spirit of God Accordingly, man’s knowledge, theories, 
studies and criticism arc personal and physical Therefore, they are 
not to reach in God’s \VtU of the universe Learning today is physical, 
in another word, materialistic What are taught at a primary school 
artlessly to children seem to meet God's Will Teachings at a middle 
school are declining to human knowledge and individualism Those at 
a high school are classified into independent subjects At a college, 
every subject is specialized, and it becomes a part of learning Because 
of learning m the extent of human knowledge, its scope becomes nar- 
rower as it advances 

In case the spiritual side is taken in this, it will take a course of 
advancement in a true sense Learning today being matcrnhstic, m- 
dividualistic, full of theories and criticism, it is nothing but a learning 
to destroy the world, I think The learning I am speaking of, is that 
of the Great Spirit of the universe and it is to be taught at a primary 
school first, and then it is made advance to the studies concerning; this 
world After a student is spiritually reduced in God, he must go into 
physical studies It is why anything in this w orld is to be substanti- 
alized from spirit Therefore, it is required to study the matter of the 
spiritual side first, and then that of the physical side In this way, God 
and roan being united, the study in the matter of the physical side 
comes to be successful 



At a primary school, a child is to be cultured to ha%e faith by leading 
it to know this \\ orld, and then it needs to be led to learn such items as 
uhat this world is, in svhich direction the humanbeing must proceed, 
what the humanbeing is looking for, the actuities to bring forth the 
prosperity of the humankind, and how to live spiritually and physically 
I am considering like this It is a biased thought to consider this world 
IS only a substantial existence, not knowing of the spiritual side of it 
Most people are individualistic and materialistic, being trifled with 
rights, advantages, cricitism and theories inseparable from the desire for 
fame, imagination, ideal, fancies, vanity and curiosity 

Such people arc called men of a small scale, and they are making 
the human society dark and dreary, and making themselves fall in su- 
perstitions This IS said to be the activity of individual knowledge 
Man IS destined to proceed on his path with such consideration that 
this IS the World of God It is the Heaven’s will for the human to 
lead a hlc to perform his mission, knowing this destiny of his as long 
as he IS alive in this world 

I call it the supreme religion to preach the intentions of the uni 
verse clearly to the humanbemg The supreme religion cth never be 
taken apart from the human, because he is able to be m touch with 
the three worlds of the present, spiritual and Gods If the human 
takes God s Will into consideration he is able to perceive all through 
the past, present and future as this world is of no beginning and end- 
ing Therefore, he is able to proceed on with no difflculty in the fu- 
ture If he makes progress in spirit, he is to find that this world is 
the Will of God Itself, and there is only One God in the universe 
This One God is corresponding to poIy-deitics So that, if the human 
apprehends one deity, he is able to know the matter of all things 
That to know the matter of all things signifies the communication with 
One God In case man’s spirit, being elevated acts on all other things. 

It IS to be provided with the acting ability of some of poly-dcmes which 
represent all the activities of One God Uhen people preach the doc- 
trines of God, they give a detailed account of theories in difficult v^ords 
made by human intelligence. But because of the theories of human 
knowledge, those arc filled with disgusts \\c feel those people arc trj* 
ing to make the audience understand b> telling theories reasons or logic 
Those vsho have known Gods Uill, clarifies His will on the basis of 
the Great Spirit of the universe, not standing on their own spirits 

When one speaks m sincerity, there arc spiritual light, virtue and 
povicr in his speech. There is no sense of restricting the audience and 
no ambitious design is found even in a word of his As he speaks 
sincerely, hts speech penetrates into the hearts of all men Cveiy word 
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-tnd phrase are always ah\e in the hearts of the awdiencc Men love 
the speaker s virtue for the betterness of bis speech It is all the same 
in the case of a literature As those of knowledge, theories and crtticisra 
arc not communicated with God men will come to have a sense of rc 
luctance It is wrong for a speaker to have such a sense of restricting 
the audience as instructs them or tries to make them listen to his speech 
Such an one has a sense of human knowledge If one speaks with such 
a heart in which the Great Mind of God is taken his speech has neither 
intention to instruct the audience forcibly^ nor make them much im 
pressed but hearing at him the audience will recall all what they have 
experienced to their hearts and like this way their righteous minds will 
be called back with a full understanding of what spoken while they are 
hearing the prcccher talking simple hcartcdly with no ambitious design 
It IS all the same in the case of reading a literature There is such 
a difference between the speech coming out human knowledge and that 
coming out of the knowledge m which Gods Will is contained It is 
why there is such a difference that special impressions rise being af 
fected the divme power and virtue in the speech 

The human is a substantial combination of ultra micro elements 
and when he is provided w ith the Soul of God a spiritual power comes 
about in him and then this spiritual power produces mind m him 
Mind is namely spirit m another expression Mind produces voice 
and the voice has an agency to convey any thought to others Voice 
is God m truth It has an ability to impress all men Voice is not 
a substantial being and so formless but it is a being that impresses 
all men If it is used with individualism it makes superstitions and 
heretical doctrines The spiritual activity based on God s Will of the 
universe rises from the souls of words It can be said that the souls 
of words are God s activities Therefore the source of a word is mmd 
and spirit as well For the human such a spirit as m touch with God 
is important Such a spirit of a private individual s knowledge as not 
in touch with God s Will is only worthy to destroy substantial objects 
It depends on a single word either to make this world better or to 
destroy it Such words as m the life of the truth of universe must be 
used Because these words have the power to impress all men at a 
voice 

Such is the truth it is possible to religionize the whole human 
be ng immediately if the religionist recognizes that th s is the World of 
God and clarifies the supreme religion by God s Will that is the truth 
of the universe as the method of expounding the supreme religion 
to all men There ts nothing more powerful than words The word 
m which spiritual 1 ght power and virtue contained is the manifestation 
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of God’s Will Because, the Will of God has these three virtues tn it. 

Such a powerful uord as this is well enough intelligible to all 
things This egcncy of a word is called the power of God W'ords 
spoken by human knosvledgc stand well to reason Even such words 
asseem to impress plants and trees are not acceptable to all men Men 
Will not listen eventhough they are repeated over and o\er again One 
who IS much wiser than a speaker, no matter what is spoken, laughts 
It away, fakes, criticize and breaks it down Accordingly, human know- 
ledge docs not come up to the supreme religion 

A righteous word, even simple, recalls the Great Spirit of God in 
the small heart of man Therefore, spiritual self-disciphnc is required 
first of all This is subjective and physical self discipline is subordinate 
As people today are performing physical self discipline, they arc going 
on towards destruction without knowing it I consider that the religi- 
onist should try to do his best to make people come back to the World 
of God by awakening them spiritually 

When a singer tries to make all men hear him sing, he sings a 
song with all his technical skill But the audience feel disgust inas- 
much as the singer’s sense of forcing the audience to hear is active in 
his singing The reason is this that the audience are willing to hear 
such a righteous song of no ambition as the truth of universe, but the 
audience feel disgust in case they find themselves bound to hear a 
singer 

Beautiful arc the words of a song that imply God’s A\i]l of the 
universe and sung with no ambitious design, and such a song has a 
life as it docs not restrict the audience’s spirit Contrary to this, a 
selfish spirit makes a factor to spiritual destruction Such is the truth, 
and so there is nothing more precious than God’s Will and the uni- 
versal truth A song of righteousness is loved by all men, for it has 
spiritual virtue, light and power in it, and makes the human impressed 
and have a firm faith Considering this, it is fully understood that 
truth provides all men with hfc I feel this is also God’s activity 

Because it is very hard to explain God’s activities It is why I 
have cited many instances 

There is such an one who insists on that none is saved except his 
religion It IS he who is not saved Because, inasmuch as the human 
is saved by the truth of the universe, he is to be saved by any religion if 
he IS dircctl> connected with the universal truth There arc some words 
to be offered to God, and some people say that no salvation is given 
unless certain special prayers arc offered, but I do not think so It 
IS a manners of purifying man’s spirit to offer a prayer, and so it has 
a power to purify his spirit by itself So many countries, so many 
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spceches ihe words offered to God do not advance to Him The 
spirit in them proceeds to God 

In case the human is purified spiritually and physically, he is able 
to find this world ts the World of God When he perceives the divine 
world, God takes possession of him God leads the humanbemg under 
His mercy by the divmc inspiration From old up to the present, the 
founders of all religions preached God’s will to the humanbeing in- 
spired by God They foretold great prophesies and set up doctrines 
Under the state of divine inspiration, one does not speak with his 
own spirit, but under God’s spirit There have been many instances 
in which the Great Spirit of God being united with man’s spirit, in 
structed the human in many respects 

There is no room to doubt that if the human is spiritually reduced 
m the Great Spirit of the universe so that he may have a Great Spi- 
ritual power, he comes to look clearly all through the past, present and 
future Therefore, the human ought to have his own spirit on the basis 
of the Great Spirit of God The human was created m this world and 
then growth promoted Therefore, he should succeed to the Will of the 
Great Father of the world first, and then should proceed on under God’s 
intentions The human’s spirit was also created by God, but his spirit 
is not perfect, but inclined to one side As I mentioned previously, it 
is clear that the human should be spiritually reduced in God’s Spirit, 
and the divine spirit and the human’s spirit must be united together 
As I spoke repeatedly, the supreme religion is the most authorita 
tive for the humanbemg, and it is most precious and honourable We 
are living in this world under God’s protection If the humanbemg 
proceeds on with individualism, having no comprehension as to this, he 
IS destined to come to be against the will of this world, and has no 
where to go but a journey to the grave The humanbemg is turning 
out such spiritual darkness as he knows neither this world nor Gods 
Will As the humanbemg made it a principle to proceed with indi- 
vidual knowledge he has been bewildered since then 

The religionist, too, has been preaching his intellectual religion, 
and so the humanbcing’s bewilderment is now in a serious condition 
as though it has wheels vnthm wheels People today considered that 
there is no way to take besides knowledge, so that they have formed 
a habit not to come back to their spirits If the religion m communion 
with God 15 founded after the religionist finds that this is the world 
of God, all Immanbeings of the whole world will be religionized The 
religionist must light the lamps of truth, ascertaining this world first 
The humanbemg is seen filling m superstitions and mortified tn 
heretical doctrines when he is viewed through the \V ill of God That 
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to regenerate him signifies that to eJanfy the Will of God ^\hen the 
supreme religion is made clear, the spirit of the humanbeing uill be 
enlightened The divine intentions exceed the human thoughts, and 
are to give the humanbeing the force of the universe. No need to say 
that this IS the World of God, and since God is the utmost authority 
to the huraanbcing, it is the religionist’s responsibility to bring the 
nnnerse and the humanbeing into perfection, I believe 

The human is under the controlmcnt of the nature He is in* 
capable to proceed on of his own accord He is controlled by the 
Law of Nature of the universe In spirit of this, the human is going 
astray m the path he has made, and is raising conflicts among fcHow- 
creatures for the insistence on individualism, and thus he is creating the 
darkness in the world which will end in the destruction of humanbeings 
^fter any one takes this into his deep consideration, he will find 
that individualism and intcllcctuahsm arc not to be successful, but they 
go on simple to destruction I have spoken very roughly by citing 
some instances But csery time I speak like this way, people give a 
great deal of comment with their own knowledge It is a spiritual 
agency of human knowledge to do so 

The human is selfish He calls a not congenial person as a wicked 
man, and a congenial person as a good man In case he is incapable 
to know of a man, he has a suspicion on that person As it is clearly 
mentioned in old sayings such as ’When you see a man, take him as 
a thief,’ or ‘When you see flame, take it as fire,” human knowledge 
causes lots of trouble among fellow creature, and it is against God s 
Will It must be aware of that moralism is a sort of superstition It 
IS clearly understood in contrast with God of this world The mirror 
of God signifies the Spirit of the universe When the human world is 
held up to this mirror of spirit, it is seen that there is some ambitious 
design in human individual knowledge and it is ail clouded The 
regeneration of such people is realized only when the Power of God 
of this world is brought on this earth 

People today lay a stress on the normal course of the human 
society, but it has been developed from individualism which is next to 
hypocrisy From the physical point of view, the development of the 
normal couse of the human soaety is reasonable, but from the spin 
tual point of view, it is deceitful Such a deceit itsc/f is the esscnti 
ality of the normal course of the human society that the human made 
Accordingly, one outside of the normal course is pointed nt with scorn, 
and treated just as a person of low grade, or spoken as a person of 
short cognition 

There are a lot of deceit in the normal cousc of the society at 
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prescnt It is t!ic true normal course oF the human society to lead a 
daily life with the intentions of God m mind just as He wishes, and 
to have spiritual social relations based on God’s \ViIl The normal 
course of the human society must be the mamfcstalion of the divmc 
spirit 

The religionist should realize the Mind of God in this deceitful 
world in order to bring the universal great principles I have express- 
ed my opinion on the spititual normal course and the present ordinary 
one 

I wish to hear your opinions in regard to what I ha\c spoken,

In regard to religion and the permanent world peace. 

I will express my opinion on the third agendum "In regard to Re- 
ligion and the Permanent ^VorId Peace” As I spoke previously, it is 
why the human is called a miniature copy of the universe that he is capa- 
ble to perceive the Great Spirit of the universe Man is called the lord 
of creation for he is able to apprehend God’s Will The great natural 
force of the universe is the power of God The lord of creation must 
bring the prosperity to all things taking care of animals, vegetables, 
minerals and downwards which are unable to utter, and make corns and 
grains full grown This is man’s mission It is Gods Will for man to 
do his best in this respect of his own accord 

As the human has been proceeding on with his worldly knowledge, 
the stale of aifairs of this world has gradually become serious, and such 
a world of wars and conilicts has been brought There is a mission that 
IS taken care of by such a person as has received God’s Will The person, 
whose mind is united with the Divine Great Spirit, must pray to God 
to give men happiness A man in God has a duty to distribute the 
power of God to all things by transmitting God’s Will into the human’s 
spirit The human ought to do anything in the extent of his capability, 
t^cause he is a miniature copy of the universe Therefore, the world 
peace can never be established unless the human tries to do it, receiving 
the power of God 



It IS well known among human fellow creatures that the w orld peace 
can never be established however human knowledge is applied It is 
the only way for him to do that he prays for the world peace being 
provided with the power of God and appreciating the Di\inc IVill Why 
should the human be cultured in the supreme religion^ 

He should receive Gods Will in him, because he is a miniature copy 
of the universe, and has flesh and blood which has an ability to com- 
prehend the universal Spirit One, who says he is unable to study the 
teachings of the supreme religion, is a person who has no ability to com- 
prehend what God’s Spirit is Such an one is m the path of supersti- 
tion or heretical doctrine The human is to perform his mission as a 
miniature copy of the universe only when he expresses thankfulness to 
God, knowing the divine graces of the universe in obedience to the Divine 
Will The human is extremely small in the form in contrast witii the 
universe, but in spirit be is capable to know the whole of the universe 
to the bottom, m case he is cultured m the education of the universe 
There is no end in the studies on the matter of spirit even though studied 
years and years Therefore, the education of the human must be pro- 
moted under the Will of God The word promote signifies the glorifica- 
tion of spirit 

The human minor spirit, being united with the Great Spirit of (he 
universe, becomes the major spirit, because sp ntual culture is brought 
in his heart by the force of growth-promotion of the universe There 
arc two sides of activity, spiritual and physical, m the force of growth- 
promotion. The spiritual side of activity is boundless, and the more it 
advances, the deeper it becomes One, who is capable to advance like 
this way, is called a man-m God 

This world is the \VorId of God, that is, this world is represented as 
the supreme religion From the supreme religion, the permanent world 
peace is to be born Therefore, it is needed to clarify the supreme re- 
ligion to the liumanbcmg The spiniutl side and the physical side of 
this world is in one Those two sides were both created by God Hic 
spiritual and physical sides arc now being spontaneously separated Ihc 
human spiritual atmosphere is clouding the universal atmosphere being 
agaimi it, because he is proceeding on his path w ith the human spiritual 
atmosphere only, in other words, the human’s worldly spirit Jhc liti- 
manbcing does not come under protection of God being against the uni- 
versal atmosphere, and he is acting apart from Gods intentions of the 
universe, I think It is why the huminbcing has not seen the perfection 
of his own that he has made a world of mtclleciion being against tim 
vtorld Therefore, it is needed for him to clarify the supreme religion 

ihc human being should proceed on the path to know tint the uni- 
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vcrse, or this world, is the World of God for he is a mimature copy of 
the universe But the lord of creation is exerting an effect on the other 
beings besides him because he is walking on his private path ol prmci 
pies not being united with God s intentions If the human leads his life 
With divine virtues in him and tries to live in the universal truths he 
will act upon the other beings besides him with divine virtues The 
wise and the learned man called their teachings religion with a thought 
that what is called rehgion exists in some part of the universal world 
Such a religion as this must be called an artificial religion What I call 
the supreme religion signifies that the principle of human daily life is 
rooted in the truth of God s oneness with this world The supreme re 
Itgion IS to bring forth the peace, because it expounds the truth of uni 
verse common to the humanbcing of the world The peace brought 
forth by God s power, will be existing for ever Because, all other crea 
lion have to live with, the human The peace built by the human in 
his world, has a tunc of being destroyed Truth is namely God It is 
the humanbeing s duty to live in truth The world peace can never be 
established by the sage, the wise and the learned who have no truth in 
their spirits The -world peace can never be brought forth by those 
prophets of ordinary religions 

It is why those who prophesied have not done anythings in their 
prophecies A simple prophecy spoils the public spirit, and it has no 
benefit for the human It is the way of falling into superstitions and 
heretical doctrines for the human to proceed on his path following pro 
phecics alone Those prophecies arc to be made useful only by such a 
person as receives the universal truth, in another word the Spirit of God, 
I believe In case there is no one qualified like that a prophesy becomes 
merely a sort of joke or it is worth to be laughed away It is nothing 
more than a labour in vain to build the world peace with human know 
ledge 

No matter how the sage the wise and the learned speak fluently, 
the world peace can never be established If it could have been made 
by human power, the world peace should have already been built by 
today That no peace has been established by today shows it is impossi- 
ble to carry it out by human power alone The truth ol universe has 
the spiritual side and the physical side in one Therefore, in case one 
is united wiilx the Great Spirit of God, it can be said that he is living 
in the centre of the universe When ones spirit is united wuh Gods 
power he comes to be m communion with God This power of God 
has divine hsh^, and it produces divine power which turns into divine 
Virtue When one is provided with this divine virtue, he comes to be 
united with Gods Spirit 



There arc the spiritual sphere of manes and the sphere of God’s Soul 
m the spiritual world The human should not communicate with the 
manes, but he should be in communion with the Soul of God who 
created the universe There are a lot of people now, who arc said to 
have communicated with God But most of thent are such as go between 
m spiritualism, and the persons truly m communion with God of the 
universe arc hardly found 

Some people say as if they know the spiritual world, but the truth 
IS that they know the sphere of evil spirits Even such an one in touch 
with the spiritual world is able to communicate with some part of it, 
but I have never found one who is capable to communicate with the 
World of God Even such a person as is m the state of man’s oneness 
with God after knowing the past, present and future by communication 
with God can not yet he called the Saviour The Saviour is the very 
person in whose flesh and blood God comes to appear, representing two 
thousand four hundred million humanbemg The Saviour is the incar- 
nation of God who has three dnine virtues As He will give the divine 
Virtue which turns into happiness for the humanbeing, we must pray 
for the coming of the Saviour 

The supreme religion will be known as the first important matter 
for the humanbemg when such questions are made clear as this world 
IS the World of God, thisw orld was created by the power of God, and 
what the relation between God and the human is This is called the 
clarification of the supreme religion There is the permanent peace in 
the supreme religion, and not in human knowledge 

What IS meant by spiritual education ^ It signifies the supreme rc 
Itgion The supreme religion signifies the force of growth promotion 
m another sense. This must be taken as cduclation The humanbemg 
needs to be cuUnred by the supreme religion It is represented as the 
unification of all lines of leirning that one and all kinds of teaching 
arc summenred m one This means that all the subjects of teaching 
arc centralized in God Irue education is the manifcsniion of us spirit 
and not the art of leaching No matter what a great work of art ii 
may be, if it is a work of materialized contemplation, it shows only an 
cxlcfiial cfFect and craft Teaching m regard to the human cntlized 
side only is called physico-cuUurc 1 ducation should hue spiritual 
culture ill II as its essentiality 

Some people once came to ask me how politics and economy arc 
to be managed I told tlien that I am a religionist who expounds 
spiritual matters Politics and economy arc physical items in the ddfer- 
ent field So many countrirs, so many sanrties of politics and economy 
1 hese items must not be treated uniformly It is the best way to make 
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the ocpcris uorL on such items in eacli countrj I ansucred to them 
hkc this ^va> It is represented as the supreme religion to ctarif) Gods 
\\iU of the unuerse to the whole humanbeing and lead him not to take 
a wrong course and to disturb the order of the humanbeing not to 
oppose the di\inc will and to expound Gods Will of the unucrsc to 
the humanbeing Accordingl), I believe that it is wrong for the rcli 
gionist to discuss the matter of politics and economv 

I consider that it is the rchgionist s dutj to bring forth such a world 
as God wishes by unifpng this world and the humanbeing ’\\orJdl> 
learning is then required after spiritual education It is artihaal mo- 
rality either to restrict or control the human’s mind God s instruction 
transmits the universal truth uniformly to the humanbang This is 
said to be the supreme rehgion 

After one receives Gods Will in him, and understands what the 
universal truth is, such a living culture called natural morality comes 
into being in his mind From old up to the present, manv a teaching 
have been preached as religion, but it is a pressing need to expound 
Gods Will of the universe distinctivelj, not making such a rehgion of 
moralism as mentioned, and holj teachings onlj should be preached. 

In ease a religiomst preaches divine teachings, he should expound 
God s Will with a simple htart having no ambitious design, no intention 
of trying to teach, no sense of making the audience moved and trying 
to bind their frames of mind This is what is called the supreme re- 
ligion Any teaching should not be preached with scholastic attain 
ments Learning is a human w orL w hich mav as w ell be called physico 
culture in other viords, and so it is not spiritual culture. 

Though human learning has the universal truth in it, but jet it be 
longs to human knowledge. Most dangerous is what made by human 
knowledge Spiritual education must be given by the religionist But 
some among religionists hav c forgotten their duties in spiritual education, 
and they are teaching by applying scholastic attainments 

The origin of spirit is known distinctively in ease the state of this 
world IS made clear For this reason I give my explanation in regard 
to this world The human world today can never be explained with 
human know ledge and art Because, this w odd u constructed mystically 
by the Power of God There are many mystical things m the uruverse. 
These are all caused by the Power of God Spiritual power is given 
to the human when he finds what such mysteries arc Such a puzzle 
as 15 beyond the human ability can be solved by the Power of God 

One educated to understand the supreme religion, has a sense of 
feeling gratitude in his daily life. He is able to lead his life m the path 
of truth, nathcr stepping in superstitions nor being tempted by Satan

Mai Swarup Mai Markand, Founder of 
Mai ism was born m 1887 — the same year 
in. which the Holy Founder of Ananai-Kyo 
was born Since childhood, he was a Hindu 
Alothcr’s devotee with miraculous experi- 
ences and powers He graduated in Civd 
Engineering at the Bombay University, 
entered Government scr\ice and retired in 
1942 After his retirement he became a 
full time Mother’s servant and has been 
staying by himself alone in a cottage, 
known as Mai NiwaS, at the farthest sea 
coast end of Santa Cruz, Bombay, India, 
where at all hours of the day and night 
he is available to one and all through personal visits and enormous 
correspondence as a consoler, adviser and rehever of all miseries 
through ardent prayers to his beloved Mother He has numerous fol- 
lowers in Gujarat, Saurashtra, Madras and Malabar and enjoys the 
condifencc and sympathetic cooperation of many friends m faith abroad 
including England and Canada He does not ordinarily step out of 
Ins cottage even for a week and has not read a newspaper since 1932 
The only exception is Mother’s work for which he has toured Afadras, 
Afaiabar and other places in India and is now out here m this distant 
divine land of the Rising Sun But for the great similarity between, 
and near identity of the principles preached by him and the illustrious 
Founder of Ananai K.yo, he would not have undertaken this tour at 
great personal sacrifice 

The earlier period of his life was that of preparation svith lots of 
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troubles and sufferings to be fitted out religiously and spiritually for 
the work he uas charged with Till 1932 his belief consisted of increas- 
ing proportions of the Motherly clement in the Hindu common concep- 
tion It was reaching the culminating point of the full Motherhood 
of God in which universalit) became an automatic corollary Mother 
communed to him that what the Hindus alone would worship could 
only be a Hindu God and not a Universal God This would equally 
be true of all other denominational religions 

On September 9, 1932, therefore, at the inviolable command of the 
Universal Mother, he installed Universal Mother Mai and founded Mai- 
ism, the New Rationalistic, Psychological, Universal Religion for one 
and all, of any religion or no religion, without caste, creed or colour 
and without racial and national distinction ^Vlth full respect to and 
following of one’s own religion, one can be a Buddhist Mai-ist, a Shinto 
Mai ist, a Confucian Mai ist, a Hindu Mai-ist, a Christian Afai ist, a 
Zoroastnan Mat ist, a Mohammedan Alai ist and so on Alai ism is 
one’s personal religion to be adopted after the age of discretion and 
not necessarily one’s ancestral religion by birth The six tenets of 
Afai-tsm, like the regulations of an uptodate democratic institute, arc 
few and for mutual convenience and benefit They are (1) Belief in a 
Universal God preferably as Mother (2) Universality (3) Love (4) Service 
(5) Devotion and (6) Unconditional cheerful self surrender to Mother’s 
Divine Will Such a universal, psychological rational religion, neither 
involving conversion nor the loss of the austerities, penances and scrip 
tural teachings of the past savants and prophets, is the only Universal 
Remedy to the Universal Evil now confronting the world God ap 
proached as pure and simple human Mother of Afcrcy and Morality, 
but raised to Divinity, Omnipresence, Omniscience and Omnipotence, 

IS capable of showering undreamt of spiritual and temporal miraculous 
benefits and peace and happiness on this unhappy world

Mothers Meditation and (5) Mai ism p p 743 

The innermost heart convictions of Alai Swarup, developed through 
constant communion with Mother, arc that the miseries of the world 
can be best remedied by ardent prayers to move the Universal Mother

Attention IS most respectfully invited to my replies, to the three 
questions of the Third Congress, dated 14th January 1955, as those 
replies form the basic ground, the grasp whereof would make these 
replies, easier to most immediately anticipate m advance, as offsprings 
of the same parentage 

1 The question it appears, has been most wisely framed, with a view 
to invite opinion and even perhaps criticism, on the most general anrf 
almost universally prevalent idea viz, that Religion is a matter of one’s 
own individual concern and taste at one extremity, and that Religion 
js only a preparation for the next world and has nothing to do with 
this world, at the other Both these view s are at extreme ends The 
first view aims at absolving individuals from the commonly accepted 
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religious requirement viz> that man is bound to be in mmd of his duty 
towards his Creator, and belittles individual or collective religiosity, 
religions, customs and scriptural injunctions In a way this notion 
advocates secularism and refuses to place any premium on Religious 
observance or Religiosity The other extreme end is a bit too hard 
on the Religious side That view implies so many things m its invisi- 
ble aspects, especially -when some advocates thereof place the view in 
Us positive and assertive form, stating ’ Religion has nothing to do with 
the world” 

One belief supporting this view would be that man has to enjoy or 
suffer as he has been destined to The details of this life have been 
all fixed up If wc can do anything, our exertions, mortifications, self 
sufferings etc can only be for our best reward after our death, m that 
life and that world Some believe, this life and our doings m this life 
and this world arc like discharged arrows, which cannot be recalled 
The advocates of this view would have us nothing to do with this world 
"Religion has nothing to do with this world” is perhaps an answer to 
explain the prevalent injustice, inequality and absence of impartiality, 
that cannot be otherwise satisfactorily accounted for, considering facts 
and events, causes and effects, as can be seen with open worldly eyes 
and worldly reasons, m this life and this world It js perhaps an 
answer for consolation and for preventing superficial worldly thinkers 
from losing their faith m God and Religion 

The modern man of this materialistic age, who requires explana 
tion and proofs of sunrise and sunset, and who establishes his censor- 
ship over any thing that he is asked to believe, and boldly asks "why 
and wherefore things are as they are” cannot be silenced with such 
answers as, "Religion is the seed to be sown by you here, of which the 
fruits will he handed over to you, m the other world and other life” 
and "You only silently and unmurmunngly suffer what befalls you in 
this life and this w orld ” 

Such softs of religious beliefs of mouth-gaggmg cannot be accepted 
and even tolerated in this new age NVhen reason is not satisfied, some 
silently slip away Some keep up external Religion-honoring appear- 
aTit'cs,xvy«Tea 5 some openly revolt against such ar'ortrary Ijelicis Some 
would call "Religion’ to be an empirical dictatorship and some would 
atinbute motives of retaining superiority and establishing religious 
power and influence over the less educated and blind faithed 

Surely it is not possible for any religion to give a reasonable answer 
10 each and every question without having finally to appeal to one’s 
faith But then is not science also equally imperfect’ It t$ not that 
Science also cannot answer each and every question that wc can raise’ 
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I he wisest way out of tJiis diflicult) is to admit the possibility of 
changes in religious liehcfs and keep the door open for necessary modi* 
ficnttons in Religious beliefs as the ssorld progresses in its experiences 
and scientific discoveries Religion c innot be a scaled packet of certain 
beliefs or processes. Such a wider outlook, however, is extremely hard 
to meet and it is llic closed door of each individual religion, that is 
responsible for the world’s cry from time to time for a nevv Religion, 
which would satisfy the new requirements, new aspirations and would 
suit the new wavs of willing, thinking, acting and living 

The present world wants a Religions, which can be rationally ac- 
ceptable. The world to-daj wants a Universal Rational psychological 
religion with least complexity and greatest cflicicncy and with the 
largest suitability and accommodativity On this issue, Mai-tsm which 
has been olfercd to the world as a universal rational religion has its 
belief as under, as stated m Mother’s Message on page 18 

"Mai-ism, the new Rationalistic Universal Religion is no ’’going 
back” m the old sense of a "Religion”. The past had "Religion as 
Its Soul” The present has "Science.” The future shall have ’Life” 
as Its Soul and Goal Mai-tsm is "going ahead”, with as its units, 
the whole humanity and human life, dispensing with all handicaps of 
man-made social conventions and national difTcrcnces 

For an average person "Alat ism is not so much for God above or 
God within, as for God around Vor so much for God that would let 
us loose and lash us after a tong lapse at leisure, as for God that will 
ever be with us through constant remembrance, while rendering service, 
practising Love and Living in devotion and self surrender God of 
"Now and Here” God of Greater Love and Less Fear” 

This IS an age where everyone is anxious to take the cash and let 
the credit go Mai ism docs not freeze you down with Religion having 
nothing to do with this world It is a Religion of "now and here”, 
of "this world and this life” first of all All higher teachings, when 
and only if you advance in your faith and experience Mai-ism docs 
not want to thrust any beliefs on its followers without their own per- 
sonal consents and convictions You may believe or you may not, 
in the very existence of any other world or life after death or lives on 
rebirth Let every soul advance by Ins own experiences and form his 
own convictions Mai ism starts with the universally acceptable uni- 
versal Love and Service, and leaves its followers free to believe or dis- 
believe even the very existence of God Mai-ism most confidently be- 
lieves, that even if all belief bondages are released, more practice and 
living of the life of universal love and service, will make the world 
heaven like and much happier than at present 
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Mai'jsm takes an optimistic view of this life and this world Mai* 
ism does not preach “escapism” or "a cowardly running away from 
the battlefield of life” Fight out your battles with every bravery but 
always being on the side of Righteousness, Justice, Truth and Morality, 
most nobly, impartially, justly and honestly Under Mai-ism life is 
not to be looked upon with disgust and despondency as full of misery 
and as a nettle nursery Life is not to be viewed as a punishment 
period which somehow has to be passed through, counting days gone 
and remaining, maintaining the least possible contact with the world, 
and bestowing least attention and patiently suffering without any 
murmur with passivity in action and renunciation 

A.ny religion which does not help and teach how to be happy in 
this life and this world can hardly be credited with success-securing- 
ness in the other life and other world One who has not successfully 
passed, at least to his own satisfaction the first stage of this world, is 
under the most hopeless delusion about his having equipped himself 
with the requirements to pass the still higher stage 

This conception or belief is expressed in Mai-ism m these words. 
“Be we first a man, then a then a brother and thereafter alone, a re- 
ligious man Don’t be indulging in the sucet dreams of lucrative rents 
of a superstructure in your imagination over slippery and sandy foun- 
dations ” 

Let It be extremely clear, it is not that any individual religion docs 
not say what Mai-ism lays highest emphasis upon, but what we arc 
concerned with is not what each religion states, but what beliefs and 
practices wc find m the life and living of its followers For the pur- 
pose in new VIZ, or bettering life and living, and bringing happiness 
and peace to the world the most practical definition of any Religion 
has to be taken to be comprising of what the beliefs and practices of 
its followers to day are, what they were m the past and what they 
would be in future An idealistic academical paper religion can be 
useful only for a paper life and not an actual life Well then, in a 
word, Mai-ism says "First this world and this life” "All the higher 
things later and only as and iC we advance ” "No bankruptcy below 
and ornaracntaiion. above.” "All that sort of Religious understanding 
Tfs vilci qJrai'nig Vne cart 'odore Vne ’nor sc” 

If any religion has to be of a practical utility, all these erroneous 
notions of pessimism, escapism "Having nothing to do with this world 
and this life” "Religion is only one’s own individual concern” etc must 
be substituted with healthier and more optimistic beliefs And that 
IS the mm and object of Mai-ism 

Mai'ism has the liighcsl revcicncc for the old sacred invaluable 
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truths, texts and traditions etc of each individual religion, but Mai- 
tsm IS for mending matters with a change in the modern outlook A 
change, and change alone can save us— change in the outlook, in the 
visual angle, vision, conception, interpretation, understanding, applica- 
tion, practicabilitj, siflmgand screening, practice, use, motive, purpose, 
and the (tnalmost goal 

To be speaking on this issue, from an advanced stage, above the 
elementary notion aforesaid, there is nothing hke that world and that 
hfc as entirely separate from this world and this hfc That world and 
thalhfcis onl> a harmonising continuation of this world and this life. 
Tilts world and that world are no separate spaces Tins hfc and that 
hfc arc no heterogeneous varieties of living Tins life and this world 
as one unit, and that hfc and that world as another, arc both inter- 
dependent and interwoven ^\hal we experience in the one unit and 
what we find mcxplicablc on the basis of visible and provable facts 
here arc the cITccis of that hfc and that world Both sets arc mutuall> 
the causes and cITccts of each other Because you live a moral sinless 
devotional, benevolent life, therefore ^ou go to heaven and because you 
arc in heaven, therefore m >our return (if >ou believe therein) )ou live 
on a still higher plane of smlcssncss and benevolence and moralit) 
The process of evolution goes on in the shape of cause and cfTccls, 
actions and re actions till the final goal of mergence in Mother is 
attained 

Thus in fict, there is an infinity of continuity of both sets in al- 
ternate adjustments, if we believe in rebirths till every individual soul 
attains emancipation, salvation Nirv^ans or Afukti If this continuity 
IS seen through and through. Religion becomes something like a guid 
ance for a soul at every moment of his life, irrespective of this world 
or that world, and without any need of drawing diBcrcnccs between 
this life or that life This world or that world, this life or that life, 
eiherial body, physical body or astral body, or mental body or causal 
body, this vehicle or that vehicle, or the soul, are all most unimportant 
and secondary or even negligible considerations for them, who by Re- 
ligion understand the Source and Illumination of Divine wisdom and 
guidance till the soul attains emancipation Your advance and prox- 
imity or your retardation and distance with reference to the goal is 
the finally counting factor 

Mai-ism enlarges one’s vision and raises Religion from the stage 
of ' the Religion of man’ to ’ the Religion of the soul ’ Under Mai ism 
Religion has to be the illuminating guidance, right from the moment 
of the souls individualisation to the stage of its absorption in the 
parental Finalmost One Source No leaving in the lurch half way 
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Mai-ism wants each one of its followers to be taking the whole 
picture before one’s eyes, of all journeys, all experiences, all attained 
points of wisdom, all things and every thing that goes to help him till 
the final destination and perfection of highest evolution is reached 
Taking the shorter route theory and belief viz, that there is nothing 
like rebirth, even then Religion has a lot to do with this world itself 
and the Relations of Religion and This World arc of the subtlest im- 
portance, as that life and that world is even m that shorter route be- 
lief, fully dependent on how we pass this life in this world Religion 
is, therefore, in both conceptions, the most and highest influential factor, 
and the greater the true following of a Religion is, the greater is the 
happiness of any individual, m this life and this world as a whole 
The most important thing is, what you make Religion to mean, 
and on that depends the response of the world to what you establish 
as '’Religion ' A.nd in as much as each religion has its own tradition 
and set of beliefs, the very first thing to be done by them that believe 
m happiness and peace proceeding from religion, is to formulate a 
Universal World Religion on which all individual religions can be in 
general agreement Mai ism is a miniature effort on the said lines, 
even if we bchevc religion to be a human production, in terms of man- 
made intellectual proposals of relig ionisation, excluding all beliefs to 
suit the modern Godless age, about inspirational and rcvelalional 
sources 

2 Humanity consists of hundreds of groups of dificrcnl mentalities, 
traditions, cultures, civilisations, circumstances and natural conditions 
It IS almost impossible to be able to deal with so man> varied situa- 
tions But one thing can be done which can be best explained with 
a simile Suppose >ou have to travel over so many forests of thorns 
and insects If you want that >oiir bare feet and legs be not pierced 
with thorns wherever >ou go, how man> millions of yards of jute ma- 
terial would you require to cover all grounds’ That is almost an 
impossible thing to be satisfied If there be no way, would it not be 
the wisest thing to reduce a furlong length to a foot length and to 
ourselves wear impenetrable shoes and gumboots’ It would be most 
prudent to make "Religion itself lo contain suflicicnt .acceptability 
and attractivity in itself 

The wisest way is to formulate our Religion in an all acceptable 
form and if that be done, all nations and all groups will accept that 
religion without ourselves having lo fight oppositions against the pride 
of ones own national and parental religion, civilization etc Leave 
oir all notions about outside conquests agimtt oppositions Set your- 
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scir m the most acceptable frame of truest and simplest unncrsally 
acceptable spiritualistic frame and form Let the Religion itself be so 
\cr> simple cfiicient and infatuating that it flies and spreads in tirtuc 
of Its own sublimity and simplicii), with only a little nominal exertion 
of ourscUes 

Once uc have made or accepted the skeleton of a Universal Re- 
ligion as Mai-jsm is, which contains only the indisputable final truths 
of Universal Love and Service for the elementary stage and further, 
of devotion and unconditional cheerful sdf surrender for the advanced 
stage, the rest of the work is of the routine worldly nature as all Re- 
ligionists and educationists resort to and undertake through the usual 
agency of schools, colleges, books, papers, libraries, lecture senes etc. 
”How to teach” is a much easier problem than "what to teach,” which 
latter requires much discrimination, concentration, experimentation 
and final decision Let the worth of and craving for the pudding be 
in the eating thereof, dispensing with scriptural discussions and au- 
thoritative quotations etc Let us be exerting and experimenting and 
let us personify "Experience' to be our Finalmost Acceptable Highest 
Teacher Such teaching, it is evident, can only be with the coopera 
tion of the people to be taught, the various religious heads of the people, 
financing capitalists, sympathetic Rulers and mass leaders Strictly 
confine yourself to the highest truth alone, and leave every latitude for 
the rest for individual outer garmentation as suits each Aever offend 
any individualistic trend of belief or belief m the efficacy of a certain 
process, so long as there rs no conflict and contradiction, with the 
Final Truths Examine only the essence Sublimate the sou! Out- 
spread the spirit, leaving all the rest, entirely to the individual cxpcri- 
mcniator’s own selection, so long as he docs not superimpose his own 
decisions on others Starting Divinity colleges and schools where the 
said religion is taught along with all individual religions, conducting 
sermons and prayers m churches in rhyming with the fixed and ac- 
cepted tenets of the said religion, and encouraging college trained 
teachers to take up the duties of educating the general mass on most 
moderate honorariums and popularising their teachings with apprecia- 
tions, recognitions, remunerations and maintenance would go a great 
way towards making Religion knowm to the whole humanity 

We need not worry about details of methods and success Our 
\ViU to be better is in itself an extremely strong asset Our only 
wisdom 15 to be floating in the river of life on the side flowing to the 
vastest ocean of highest perfection, happiness and peace and to be 
merging our own personal dissonant sound of self in the Universal 
Divine Mother’s UiU Just see how a dry leaf with nothing of itself. 
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but on the downstream side, rushes speedily while a river is m full 
flood The art, the science, the strength the success don't worry about 
They will automatically follow Only decide yourself to be the most 
willing and honestly deserving and obediently following pawn in the 
Most Merciful Mother’s chessplay 

3 In the infinite vastness of eternity, permanent peace is an impos- 
sibility It IS in the very human nature and m the fullest fitness of 
things, that everything that exists has its birth, growth, culmination, 
reversing point, decay and death Even the best virtue cannot retain 
its sameness of intensity, all the time Every rise has its fall Phi- 
losophically, so long there is a duality there is the fear of a struggle 
and warfare Even if the universe contained only two verities viz, 
God and Satan, warfare would be certain Even if there were none 
in the universe except God most loved by His Goddess and Goddess 
most loved by the God, a warfare is sure to come some day some time 
But there is one thing that can be done It is that the intervening 
peace periods can be made to be the longest, and suffering due to a 
warfare made the smallest by a better wisdom which forms or should 
form a part of a true Religion or a Universal Religion Highest 
sweetness some times most abruptly turns into worst bitterness in virtue 
of some inexplicable law This can be seen m the life of nations, 
families and individuals m largest ranges of rises and falls The 
highest wisdom is to stick to one golden rule of the middle path and 
maintain an equilibrium of the midway spirit A nation or an in- 
dividual one day wakes up with an ambition, it or he makes every 
sacrificeful determined effort, develops itself or himself with every in- 
dustry and virtue, and reaches the culmination point On reversion 
there is luxurious living, easy goingncss looseness, indolence, relief 
craving exhaustion, rest, pnde, lusifulness, immorality, injustice infatu 
avion, hatred etc Then follows decay and death unless the wisest 
intervene and again turn the direction of the downsweeping current 
Thus Religion cannot help us to guarantee permanent peace but 
the period of suffering and suffering itself can easily be made to be 
the smallest and least on truest abidance of Religion, provided a Uni 
\crsal Religion is accqilcd Once we float a UnuersaJ Religion, there 
is no question that the majority is bound to be on the side of peace 
maintenance as such a unification on the ground of one world Religion 
is sure to develop its own strength sulficicnily powerful to combat the 
irrcUgiQus and satanic portion of the vsorld And let us not forget 
that conscience, the neutral humanity, invisible help and the Divine 
disposition IS sure to be on the side of peace and Religiosity, as that 
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inclmcd plane Greater the materialistic infatuation the greater the 
%vnnt and greater the dependence and greater the weakening of the 
spiritual power within The greater the dullness of the conscience 
the greater the tendency to possess desired things by means fair or foul 
Tlic greater the inward impurity and disquietude the greater the false 
hood dccciifulncss and gradually growing outward criminality In 
ward burning and outward flaming m no time turns the highest soul 
into a civilized savage Looked from the absolute and idealistic de 
velopmcnt of things it is not far from true that many saints and re 
ligious thinkers and founders have taught the extreme condemnation 
view of associating unhappiness and pcacclessncss ssith Irrehgion and 
materialism Rut then life become least worth living and impraciica 
blc for all except the fewest of the few 

The best remedy therefore is to maintain the equilibrium between 
both opposite faces of Religionism and materialism taking care if we 
can to maintain their proportion at the percentage of 60 to 40 with 
a little ascendency on the side of true religiosity In both cases of 
dualities VIZ, spirit and matter or soul and body the spirit and soul 
belong to the category of Religiosity whereas matter and body to that 
of materialism Neither spirit can ignore matter nor soul the body 
Cent percent of spintualit> is an impossibility Cent percent materi 
alism IS impossible Both have their place Uhcrc the former is 
insitcd upon there is outward divinity and inward demonishncss It 
1 $ more a concern of Mother Mai Ilcresclf and She is interested in 
seeing that the world and worldhness never ceases let materialism 
rise to 80 or 90 pc She Herself is sure to open out the sluice valves 
of forceful spintuaUly The recent \ avc of spiritualism is a glorious 
instance \Vc poor p gmies need not worr> too much It is Gods 
most anxious concern to restore Uic workable equilibrium We snficr 
from consternation to the extent we ignore usurp and transfer lo our

Warfares for supcriorit) and allegiance arc much less harmful 
Warfares out of a famiirism for spreading ones own religion arc onI> 
lemponr> outb irsts of madness like volcanoes But our present un 
dcr1)ing purpose is most brutal one of a permanent slaver> nature 
The results of warfare in the materiabsiir age are much more devas 
taiing The rulers want the ruled to erase to be human beings and 
iwtn into mad mes for the ennchmeni and matcnalisiic enjoyment of 
the Rulers Ttierc can lie nothuig more despt cable than il c reversion 
from tie developed 1 uman hfc to the compulsory two*fooicd antmal 
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lifc, to be c-irmni: labouniiR and perspiring lo satisfy the lustful desires 
and ambitions of them, sshose only chtm is that they arc stronger in 
mihtary strength 

Once happiness is made to be dependent on material possessions 
purchasable uith money or enshsed labour, the greed svith \ice and 
cruelty? as its trailers leases all limits and there is misery all round, 
inflicted directly or indirectly, openly or secretly, immediately or csen« 
tually 

SufTcring or misery is not so bitter from the more consciousness 
of inferiority or the compulsion to merely shois obedient .allegiance as 
from a merciless scheming and mcchination which sucks up the physical, 
mental and spiritual energies of the Ruled The modern age \aluc of 
Independence is largely ascnbablc to the degenerated materialistic 
tendencies of the Rulers Primarily what each man prizes most is his 
peacefulness, his own happiness and misery, his own freedom to act 
speak and think in the manner he chooses so long as he is not harmful 
to others, his interests, Iiis own culture, ciMlization family parental 
prestige and his religion and undisturbed continuity of a certain sort 
of living with certain principles and beliefs etc A\hat each man 
primarily wants is enough food and clothing, shelter and housing 
medicine and protection, and safety ofliis life and property, his facilt- 
tics for self development and harmless modest recreation, and enjoy- 
ments of the individual communal or national life 

The greater the predominance of true religiosity, the greater the 
recognition of the Divinity within man Religion, therefore, would 
most directly make mankind happier brushing aside the question of 
independence or enslavement which is only an outward aspect 

It is a question, if the rock bottom layers ofhearis arc most strict 
ly individually scrutinised whether the majority of the world would 
prefer ' untold misery but under Rulers of one’s ow n nation or ' untold 
happiness but under Rulers of a difTcreni nation ” And there Religion, 
if Untvcrsal, seeks to make both the Rulers and Ruled equally, God 
fearing and developing and practising daily fellow feeling In fact 
"Who arc the Rulers’ is a question which for the majority of men 
crops us after the oppressions tyrannies and brutalities of the Rulers 
begin If we rule ourselves we shall all be happy " js by itself only a 
delusion /ceding’ Usdf on the egoistic sscisFaction of ' no outsiders' 
kicks’ There is further the vanity and hopefulness of being able to 
set things right in no time, as if that were a matter of ones own choice 

Any way, it is not difHcuU to see that Religion if universal and, 
therefore, if equally applicable to the Rulers and the Ruled, is sure to 
prove the most direct remedy m the matter of maintaining peace and 
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happiness for the maximum intervening period 

In a \NOrd, we cry for peace because warfare is ruinous, and not 
because i\C are infatuated of peace Why warfare’ For enslaving 
and exploiting the various energies of the weaker nations Why ex 
ploitation of tliciT energies ’ To satisfy the greed of money and lust- 
fulness of having the maximum materialistic happiness Religion 
spreading would be laying the axe at the ver^ root of the bitterest 
poisonous tree, and what a heavenly thing it would be to teach the 
world a universal Religion, which brushes aside as subsidiaries, hun- 
dreds of things stated in the name of Religion and lays the highest 
commandment stress on universal love and service’ Most elementary 
but yet most cfTcctive teaching viz, that the whole universe is one family 
and that its creatnx the God as Mother is most pleased and therefore 
most determined to make one happiest on loving and serving Her chil- 
dren, especially when concentrated, on removal of all chaff of individu- 
al religions, is bound to work wonders 

hfations that have tasted the blissful joys of a peaceful Divine God- 
contact and communion life would be the last to invoke the disasters 
of a warfare Who would invite, if the practical wisdom is not absent, 
the measures of a warfare the results whereof none can foretell with 
certainty’ Granting that we do remain infatuated of materialistic 
happiness, if a Universal Religion establishes the belief that God would 
be most wrathful on tyranising God s children, that belief is, by itself 
sure to serve the most efficient brake 

If the final position of the world happens to be that each notion 
docs Tcmam infatuated of materialistic happiness but yet it docs look 
upon bloodshed as leading to the coUcctwe destruction of the whole 
world through Divine u rathfulncss, let us ask religious faddists to be 
satisfied with that much leaving each nation to live happily in its own 
stage of materialistic or spiritualistic development If loving and 
serving all others is made to be almost everything of a Religion for 
an average man’s life, more than three fourth of our task is done Let 
us not forget how the world has been progressing

the RELATION BETWEEN THIS WORLD AND RELIGION 

Religion, in its true sense, is the knowledge of living a righteous 
life and is the very foundation of the world That is why all the re- 
ligions of the World are found to have been established by men with 
rigid and righteous self-discipline Religion is a regular course of 
education which a human being must undergo m order to learn to 
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distinguish right from wrongs good from bid, virtue from vice and 
then, live the righteous, good, virtuous and happy life with Godly peace 
and prosperity for generations The religion of every human being is 
SUPREMC SILENT SOUL Miracles form no part of any religion 
Therefore, in order to inculcate such qualities as have been men' 
tioned hcrcaboic, there must be education centres where this primary 
knowledge must be imparted as a matter of course from the \cry child* 
hood In order to fix up a curriculum for this purpose, an ideal has 
got to be sought to attain the htghcsr-cvcr standard of righteous and 
bliss bestowing life In order of importance and superiority, it goes 
without saying that nothing m the world excels GOD as the most su- 
preme ideal for human life God is believed to possess all the virtues 
necessary in life, all the goodness and righteousness that one needs to 
put into practice in life This knowledge yields the highest, worship- 
worthy status to human beings full of eternal peace and happiness 
which IS the general wish of the human beings and for which purpose 
they try to be religious minded 

This world, however, is the habitation of human beings, animals 
and vegetation in order of their importance Man is found to be the 
very guide and guardian of the world Man leads the rest of the world 
according to the capacity he acquires by virtue of his knowledge 
Through Divine Knowledge, he guides the world divinely, and by virtue 
of undivmc knowledge, he turns the whole world undivine 

Thus, now, we come to understand the relation between religion 
and the world If the man possesses religious knowledge in its true 
sense as explained above, he conducts the affairs of the world in a 
righteous and virtuous way As soon as he grows oblivious of this 
supreme knowledge and loses self control, he leads the world in a 
vicious way From the former manner of life, he acquires permanent 
peace and happiness whereas the latter manner of life only leads him 
to misery, wars dissensions and strife And as the man so the ani- 
mals and the vegetable kingdom happen to be Man himself spoils 
nature

Now, therefore, this world being a place of residence of such Souls, 
enwrapped, as if, m bodies, the relation between such bodies and their 
original true religion is that they should act with the full knowledge of 
the qualifications possessed by ME, the SOUL, and not get entangled 
in the body In other words, if one is Soul-conscious m his activities, 
one IS bound to be righteous and religious, and if one is body-con- 
scious, one’s activities are bound to be unrighteous and irreligious

The result ultimatcJ) comes to be the multiplicity of religion bye 
and bye Then starts the IRON LPOCH (called Kali-^ uga) when ^too 
many cooks spoil the broth” Too many religions convert the world 
into a veritable hell, due to deterioration m their own qualifications 
and conduct To transform this into Heaven, God rc-incarnfltcs at the 
time of the end of the Iron age in the ordinary form of a human being 
incognito as the World Saviour and performs His preordained part of 
getting the irrcligions anniliilatcd through their mutual warfare and 
re-establishes the original true religion of the Deities by imparting 
Godly knowledge to those who surrender tlicir entire life and belong- 
ings at the alter of the World Service for World Peace like 5000 years 
ago according to the preordained plan of the eternal world drama 
This history of the world drama has been revealed to us through 
Divine Insight by God Himself in advance and has been depicted 
thereafter in the ^Vo^ld Tree design (appended) for the enlightenment 
of the general humanbeing, since the world is at present already pass-

Godl> Knowledge and original \ersions in them They arc full of

It IS very important to understand the secret of the duration of 
the World Cycle Each cycle consists of 5000 years and the selfsame 
cycle has repeated identically and exactly alike in all respects, times 
out of number as God Himself has revealed to us through Divine In- 
sight This fact has been amply and duly corroborated by specially 
Gita, the essence of all the scriptures of the world, the Treasure of 
God’s Versions God says, "You, I, these rulers, this war, etc, exist 
now, did exist m the past and shall come to exist again” Simulta- 
neously, He says, "\Vhen there is extreme irreligiousncss and unright- 
eousness, I come” And again He says clearly, "I imparted this self- 
same Godly Knowledge to Surya in the beginning of the cycle from 
whom It was inherited by Mann and Ikshvaku and lasted for quite a 
long time generation after generation but that, it has vanished from 
the world since a long tune and so, I have come to impart to you the 
selfsame Godly Knowledge again” From these three statements, along 
with the strongest support of our personal experiences of Divine In- 
sight, we assert that this world is definitely a repetitive, automatic, 
identical, eternal, corporeal human drama It cannot be said that 
this world drama is working with the infinite power of God or Divine 
Light, It IS automatic and eternal and is the complement of God, 
but not God itself. Every Soul, being Immortal, plays the preordained 
variety of roles in different human forms successively inside this cycle 
evcrsince the beginning of us individual part on this world stage as 
an actor, till the very end of the drama This is called the Transmi- 
gration of the Soul For example, I, you, Mr Shin Ncgami, all these 
identical delegates and attendants, this selfsame hall and every mo- 
ment of our activity that passes, is identically the same as it happened 
exactly 5000 years ago, and shall be identically the same every cycle 
hence We shall put forth our efforts in the same way and the icsult 
will also be the same as n came to pass before Don’t be misled to 
believe that this is a pessimistic view of life and that, it is only phi- 
losophy, human knowledge or imagination and leave it lightly In the 
deep understanding and personal experience of this Godly Knowledge 
lies the entire essence of true religion How and why we have arrived 
at the figure of 5000 years as being the duration of the world cycle, 
needs detailed explanation and cannot therefore be dilated upon just 
at the present moment But it is most essential and interesting 

Without a man’s activity in life being based on the principle and 
understanding of this religion, man’s life is like a tree without leaves 
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and fruit, nay, man is uorse than an aimless beast* Even a beast 
recognises its own mother and father who give it birth, but if man fails 
to inherit his Godly birthright and qualifications and understand and 
realise hts true self, he is not worth a penny And remember, man is 
the master of the world, nay, he is the very father of God God c\cn 
must take a human form in order to impart His Godly Knowledge and 
World Sovereignty to His Divine Heirs Man can make or mar the 
life of the other categories of existence loo through his activity The 
entire world, even including the five elements, becomes peaceful and 
turns into a beauty spot if only man himself is peaceful and is ac- 
complished with Godly qualifications The present day world is a 
photograph of the man’s animal passions and revelation of his devilish 
desires Look, for example, at his food and drink He thinks that God 
has created animals and beasts for his eating And such being the 
malicious trend of his mind towards the animal kingdom whom he 
kills by the millions dail>, he has become beastly minded towards his 
own kind whom, too, he has come to kill like goat and sheep Thus, 
man has lost himself in the wilderness of material passions and vices 
like carnal desires, anger, avarice, attachment and arrogance, which 
arc due to lead him to his ultimate doom We, however, have come 
to know through Divine Insight and Godly Knowledge that according 
to the preordained plan of the eternal world drama, the tunc of the

But if It IS said that Soul merges into Infinite Divine Light, or God, 
it only means that Soul is not Immortal In other words, it loses its 
individuality and thus becomes mortal Even great religionists of to 
day have been misguiding the whole world in this respect Soul is full 
of life, full of knowledge full of love and bliss, peace and perfection 
Mind and intellect also permanently reside m the Soul, Nirvana is 
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commonly supposed to be the merger of the Soul in the Supreme Soul 
or Infinite Divine Light , but this stage of Nirvana, i e speechlessncss. 
Nirvana is attained automatically without any effort whatsoever by 
every Soul at this time of the end of the Corporeal World Drama after 
finishing the cycle of births and adjusting accounts for all those births 
before the Supreme World Adjudicator m subtle Almighty World Sav- 
iour form, when He purifies every Soul to enable the same to pass on 
to the silent world of Incorporeal Souls, their normal honoe, to exist 
there and await their turn again in succession one after the other on 
the stage of the Corporeal human world drama as m the previous cycle 
Even saints and sages, Rishis and Munis, etc, who tried methods of 
penances and austerities, etc , with a wish to merge the Soul in Infinite

when He incarnates as World Saviour God has revealed to us the 
way He has to impart this Supreme Knowledge to the world at large. 
He knows who are worthy of taking it' Otherwise, it becomes like 
throwing pearls before swine and bawling out sermons before sheep 
The way He imparts this Godly knowledge first to a selected few, just 
108 Dmne Heirs, is very plain and simple It is not through human 
intelligence, but He immediately imparts Divine Insight to them and 
reveals His own true original idcntity,-thc identity ofHis Supreme Soul, 
His chief Trinity forms as Brahma, the Creator, Vishnu, the Sustamcr 
and Shiva the Destroyer, His bifurcated forms of Sri Lakshmi and Sri 
Narayana, the sovereigns of the ensuing Golden age and the Soul v\orld, 
the subtle world, the most peaceful and blissful life in the ensuing 
Golden age called Heaven in this corporeal world and the scene of the 
destruction ot the devil world through A and H bombs, etc. etc In 
short. He reveals the entire human world drama from end to end 
Thus then, those selected few Divmc Heirs, ov\ning full allegiance 
to the ^^o^ld Saviour as God in the form of an ordinary human being, 
sacrifice their temporal, vicious and sensuous, glamourous life and be- 
longings in order to remain Soul-conscious, since this is the special 
study course which needs some time exclusively, secluded from the anti-

the victory and gam the sovereignty of the entire world for genera- 
tions This success is not possible of attainment by penances and 
austerities, rituals and ceremonies, pilgrimages and prayers, physical 
sacrifice and cleanliness and thousand and one other devices 

Very hair raising statements, indeed' But true to the core" for 
these reasons and requirements. He, the World Saviour, actually im- 
parts knowledge to that self saenficing group wlio consider Him their 
Be-all and Do-all, their Mother and Father, ihcir friend and compan- 
ion, their teacher and guide and above all, the supreme Demy of all 
Deities, and bye and bye He combines their course with direct in* 
sirucitoos. Divine Insight and practice, bevera! Godly experiences, 
gained by them during this period, fall far Ijcyond the scope of the rest 
of the world Tliev can be narrated only at more Iirsure and to true 
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seckers only Time, however, comes when that group of the Divme 
Heirs, having obtained the first hand Godly Knowledge, which is not 
contained in books or scriptures and imparted by no other preceptor 
or guide but by God Himself, imparts that knowledge to others under 
God’s own instructions inspired by sheer pity and consideration of 
performing the Divine Duty to forewarn the world of taking this op- 
portunity by the forelock before it was too late They then spread 
themselves in different directions and deliver this message of goodwill 
of God to the whole humanbeing 

Although in the world at such a time, the human beings are most 
miserable and unhappy, but they are so much fascinated and blind- 
folded by the glitter and glow of materialism that they would hardly 
condescend to listen to these God’s versions even if they are assured of 
their entire redemption from sorrow and misery of which they arc so 
much tired Of course, only a few seekers welcome these Divine mes- 
sages but hardly one in a niilUon dares boldly to take his scat on the 
tram of supreme self sacrifice There is a fable in a famous Indian 
scripture that God Brahma sent His son Narad to broadcast an open 
invitation to the people of the miserable, materialistic world to come 
to Vaikunth (Heaven) where the^ could live in supreme peace and pro- 
sperity and unparalleled eternal joy and happiness But the worms of 
viciousncss would not welcome even such a Godly offer They prefer- 
red to stay back under the overwhelming influence of external pauper- 
ous pomp and glow-worm glory and above all, the attachment to ma- 
terial possessions, knowing full well that the ZERO HOUR was fast 
approaching 

Such, dear children of God, is the identical story of the present 
age During a period like this, when the \Vorld Saviour has incarnated 
incognito, several others have appeared on the scene to whom also, 
God bestows some boons on account of their extreme devotion God 
even shows His own form and some of His Divine Revelations to them 
according to the extent of their individual devotion With that little 
benediction of God they come to believe that God will reveal Himself 
to the world through them, little realising that it needs n very much 
higher standard of purity and perfection and Godly Knowledge to be 
able to perform such Divme duties Out of sheer arrogance, therefore, 
they start collecting a host of disciples and so-called followers (since 
they cannot follow the leader’s own principles) Swarms of such sects 
and societies are found at present m the world, each declaring its own 
superiority over the other They are all divided and sub-divided again 
among themselves Let us take the condition of Hinduism today We 
find thousands upon thousands of cults and sects of this religion not 



only in India but spread througliout the world, teaching their followers 
to stick to the path of devotion instead of imparting to them the true 
original Godly Knovi ledge. Should uc take it for granted that they 
are all spreading true religion to the human beings’ It is said that 
without the preceptor or Guru, there is no salvation It is, however, 
a very sad experience that in spite of millions of Gurus today in the 
world, the world is getting degraded further and further 

The question is, "How should true religion be made known to the 
whole human-being’" My sincere suggestion is that first of all, the 
religionists of the world must all gather together and appoint one head 
of all the religions existing in the world and then, all must act under 
his guidance. Secondly, v\e must have a special conference to decide 
WHAT IS THE ORIGINAL TRUE RELIGION OF THE WORLD 
AND HOW THAT ONE RELIGION CAN BE ESTABLISHED” It 
is a great folly to bclicic that a conglomeration of all the religions of 
the world will make one true religion ‘ All the bad things put together 
cannot make one good thing’ All the branches of the rcligion-trce of 
the world cut and put together cannot make one trunk, representing 
the unity of them all’ 

God has Himself, through His own Divine Versions in Gita, sum- 
moned the human beings not to take the trouble to try to meddle in 
his affairs, but He has simply demanded the easiest help of SOUL 
CONSCIOUSNESS or Yoga from every human being, and that will 
certainly expedite and accelerate His irksome and intricate task of cs 
tablishing true peace m the w orld He has also suggested and shown 
the only best safety valve to escape the diverse destructive results aris- 
ing out of the most heinous and harmful activities of the human de- 
mons aided by numerous Natural Calamities like floods fires, famines, 
storms and earthquakes due to follow shortly in the fiercest manner 
It IS upto the individual himself to listen to this VOICE OF GOD and 
act upto It, failing which one will have nothing left in the end but 
to face the most degrading damnation

SUMMARIZED SPEECH ON PARTING 

It IS with a heavy heart full of gratefulness love and reverence, 
that I am parting from my new sisters and brothers of this land of 
the rising Sun, wonderfully western and yet essentially Eastern Japan 
I am indebted to you all for the royal reception, recreation and every 
regard that has been accorded to us all, from India 

I am carrying with me, sweetest memories of your kind hospitality 
and profound most impression, about the honesty, discipline, courtesy, 
hardworkmgness and efficiency of this nation I am taking with me 
the harvest of the fulfUraent of my most patiently prayed for Life miS- 
sion-dcsire, in respect of a universal religion and a universal institu- 
tion of religious saints, to whom all nations are theirs, to whom all 
religions arc equally venerable, and whose constant occupation is to 
be exerting and praying for the general welfare of the entire world as 
one whole, with Love and Service and Sacrifice 

And now I am winding up with some few observations of useful 
Subtle details I repeat what I said m the congress through my de- 
claration under "Two Equal Eyes of a Universal World Religion ** In 
this congress, We have set the ball rolling We have started the noblest 
work of " World Peace Trough Religion", with the both sided agreed 
to and avowed unification of two religions viz Ananai Kyo of Japan 
and Mai-ism of India, as both happen to be new religions based most 
directly on universality, which most obviously has not been and can- 
not be the first tenet of all denominational individual religions of the 
past At best they can have a universal outlook of the highest fewest 
of the few of each religion Any hugest building designed constructed, 
and used for centuries by several tenants, often as rivals, can by no 
effort be converted into the one lord s universal mansion at least, it 
cannot serve the purpose, as efficiently as a new mansion newly de- 
signed and built for the nenest universal purpose An^ religion, any 
nation, any highest soul may and can talk about bringing up world 
peace and world religion In fact so many have tried m the past 
This particular congress has however a unique advantage This con- 
gress luas not started its work, as a modern need measure by some 
centunes-old religion, which carries therewith (for millions) prejudices, 
biasscs and superiority and inferiority complexes There is no history 
of oppression, bitterness, conquest, hatred, revenge fulness or even 



prosclytism behind it \\}icn complicntions arc too many, an entirely 
new departure, retaining all the best of the past and eliminating the 
evils that ln\c crept m ever\ religion as lime has rolled, is most wel- 
come arid desirable There is a certain freshness, charm, and spirit 
of rejcmcnation in new forms created out of old ones, which leads to 
a new era of belter In mg and a better world In this congress there 
is nothing like grinding one’s own axe It is not any one man’s shoAs 
for sclf-aggrandiscmcnt or fame There is nothing like thrusting one’s 
own religion on helpless souls placed under abligations of \anoUs 
needs 

This congress the fourth one, w ith the preliminary efficient w orking 
of the previous three congresses has laid the foundation of the future 
Avork in mcaa, starting with unification of two religions (Avhich is the 
hardest thing to achieve), aiz Ananai-Kyo of Japan and hfai-ism of 
India, both universal religions, in their tenets and basic beliefs Unlike 
similar cfTorts in the past, this is a ncAv phase, Avhere the prime moAcrs 
are not high class indiAiduals, not even the principal members of a 
particular religion but the progenitor of the neiv unit formed on uni- 
fication of tAvo different religions, A\ho have desired to form a body 
of religious heads, prominent religious leaders and saints of any reli- 
gion in the world, who have a universal outlook and prepared to help 
this institute with all their might, as pillars of Gods mansion and 
Kingdom 

This fourth congress in addition to the aforesaid idea, has further 
been greeted further v\ ith a unanimous approval to the proposal of 
establishing ”The International Religious Federation ” Thus this con- 
gress with the unanimous agreement on all sides has laid the founda- 
tion stone of a parental and an offspring institute The said institute 
of the International Religious Federation is the offspring of the insti 
tutc of "The Universal Samts Order”, that has begun with the uni- 
fication of Ananai Kyo and Mai-ism For brevity’s sake I would like 
to adopt the denomination of I R F and A M U S O (International 
Religious Federation and Ananai-Kyo Mai-ism Universal Saint’s 
Order) 

In connection with the parental institute, A M U S O^ it is a 
truth which should no longer be modestly kept concealed, m this age 
of democracy full of fights for rights and super-estimation of oneself, 

VIZ that all human efforts based on mere human intellect experience 
or ordinary strong common sense, brushing aside and banishing the 
need of God’s grace have faded and will fad This congress is there- 
fore for the said parental institute of saints and divine souls in com- 
munion with God, inviting and soliciting them to participate in this

noblcst world work by joining A M U S O 

Both these institutes AMUSO and IRF have different kinds 
of work to do requiring different types of membership qualifications 
None is higher and none is lower Any one most fitted for one duty 
would be ill fitted for another although both would fit m well in the 
common subject of religion A samt would be unfit as a president, 
and a president would be unable to move Almighty to pity with his 
prayers or to advise the world or to undertake spiritual initiation 
or to explain scriptural lores or to give benefit of His age acquired 
experience 

I am seeing the dawn of my dream narrated in 1938 in the Actual 
events which have taken shape m 1955 I then wrote (in print) If 
the world wants to be happy it must start a searching catnpaignc in 
every nook and corner of all the continents for saintly souls who arc 
fully universal minded to whom all religions are theirs to whom the 
people of any nation are theirs to whom the greatest joy is to serve 
Gods children and to whom being m communion with God and in 
the service of God and Gods children is the only living Futher it 
It stated Such self controlled universal minded God favoured hu 
manity welfare worried selfless high souls of the New Universal Saints 
Order can alone create finally the best legislators advisers society 
framers socici> reformers peace makers and pcace-cstablishers 

Personally I am quite optimistic as I have stated in *'Mat ism 
let any two saints set the ball rolling and in a very short period 
two saints institute will grow itself to be consisting of twenty The 
pcrcntal institute should approach different heads of religions and 
sub religions and well known popular saidts of large following of an> 
cread Humbly respectfully and even praycrfull) It should further 
seek out original divmc thinkers eminent editors and writers of re 
hgious papers and authonniivc books and tl ey should be mvitcd to 
join this world movement 

Such a ministry of A M U S O is for doing most effective work 
on broadest considerations only on the physical plane but mainly for 
invoking Mmighty s grace on pnyers to God of each ones conception 
and rclationsh p and for training voluntary disciples I urther it has 
to pray for the coming of lie Saviour and establishment of world 
peace order and one world religion fhere must be in my opinion 
an age bar for persona below fifty so as to exclude immature and 
incxpencnced pulling opposition and insistence I here should also 
he these considerations vii that to remain entirely uninfluenced and 
above worldly inicrtsts one has to be independent of having to look 
for family maintenance w nh no family cunning cares and responsibib 
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tics and that the life lived has to be practically detached from family 
routine It should also be a principal requirement that the member 
of this institute should not be taking any active part or holding duties 
m politics except when specially permitted by the institute, for world 
welfare purposes 

Regarding IRF, we need the unification of all great men of dif 
fercnt nations and religion, who are for world peace and welfare and 
for suggesting and executing rclevcnt measures There is a large class 
of great men, who would not believe in God religious heads saints and 
scriptures, and >et who would live a life practically dedicated to uni 
vcrsal good and welfare, with love and service Such one ha\e their 
illustrious place m I R F without coming into clash and conflict with 
the belief in religion sainthood, spiritual initiation, efficacy of prayers 
etc 

As I state m Mai ism” ‘It is high time, all religious highly in 
tcllectual and originality gifted souls should unite and put their heads 
together, to find out some way There must be intercommunications 
and sympathetic exchanges, and some ele\enth thing must some forth, 
out of the ten ablest things ” No great work was not a mere small 
thing first, and no work was started without a general opinion of a 
failure result a despondency and diffidence We gain however a lion 
like hopeful strengh as soon as we realize that wc arc mere instruments 
of God, and begin to exert sincerelj, selflessly and sacrificcfully for 
the cause, dearest to God Almighty Himself ^\e are doing His work 
\\c want the sympathies of all The rulers, the capitalists, the schol- 
ars, the educationists, the scientists, the poets and the artists, and even 
the common most people and wc fling open our doors to one and all, 
interested in the world as a whole one unit 

There arc certain points of the Ananai Kyo, which have caught 
my special admirable attention The institute has started a very sim- 
ple but a new idea of collecting all the best in the religious world 
through correspondence It has undertaken the searching campaigne, 

I expressed As I read the 3rd congress report, replies and thesis were 
invited on varied religious questions 

Invitations issued were 1280 m number, and to 70 countries Up- 
wards of 500 replying letters were received from 48 countries Letters 
were received in French, Danish, and Indian languages besides English, 
German and Spanish The institute has further decided to distribute 
report and other books to well known libraries and religious and 
cultural organizations, all over the world The list of friends and 
supporters m the report show prominent person m figures of 8 m 
England, 9 in India, and 16 in U.S A 
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These are sure signs of a highly promising nature and if God Wills 
It so, there should be no wonder if with a huge spiritual wave from 
above, different similar institutes in America and India crop up and 
begin to fly full fledged, to save the world from the calamity that la.s 
been over hanging, with no certainty of time before the world plunges 
madly and wildly into the fire of brutality and mutual destruction 
Lastly the founder of Ananai-Kyo has been all along a supreme 
Soul of a selfless "Do or Die” determined nature, who is in com- 
munion with spirit — the God Almighty, and who wonderfully enough, 
recognises equally high souls in communion, and invites then respect- 
fully, to help him m his work with spiritual insight and illumination 
If the creation of a world religion were easy take of man’s mak- 
ing out of his intellect or scriptural learning or a ruling power, the 
world would not have been contented with ten or twenty religions 
alone after passing through centuries No country, no age, no century 
was Without a supreme genius who could have easily formulated a 
world religion The fact of facts, however is that no religion can 
come into existence and thrive without God’s Own Will, and further 
that religious growth is an extremely slow process, requiring its own 
time in terms of centuries, halves and quarters, and not of years or 
decades 

So many have to sacrifice and serve as seeds, before a rcligioit 
sprouts up The seed sower has to selflessly work for the posterity 
and m midst of hundreds of chances of failures, ridicules, and con- 
demnations 

Here then we have the next best, very likely the mfmtile and pri- 
mitive form of a future full fledged world religion I wish the next 
work by this institute viz of approaching desersing high souls, with 
all detailed information and explanation to select members for the 
two institutes of A MU SO and IRF be taken m hand forthwith 
The Unuersal Mother Mai, Mother of one and all Propitiable 
on living the life of universal love and service to Her children, to the 
extent of one’s capacity and practicability. Mother of Mercy and 
Morality, bless the Ananai-Kyo Founder, President, and the Institute, 
and crown their efforts with the glonous unique success, which they 
have been so nghly deserving 

Mother bless us all, and the world with a long lasting world peace 
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CONCLUSION

I will express my conclusion summarizing honourable attendants’ 
opinions and mine at this congress 

This world is the world of God, and so if one understands the 
essentiality of this world, he is authorised to know the stales of the 
past, present and future This world itself is manifesting the supreme 
religion The word supreme religion is given as name from the stand- 
point of man, to express God’s activities of this world and the whole 
things of this world have come out of the supreme religion Men and 
all other beings themselves and their daily lives arc to come under the 
intentions of God The power of the supreme religion is to be spread 
in a full extent, m case the humanbemg is made to lead his life obe- 
dient to Divine Will 

The spiritual and physical sides are to be united m one by the 
Power of God to be brought into existence on this earth This is 
expressed in such a clause as "Something comes out of nothing” It 
IS the composition of this world that what is called spiritual firmament 
hungs over the earth, and it is composed of the earth as body and the 
spiritual fimament as soul A substance has a spirit which is the 
source of its origination, and the spirit being embodied turns into a 
substance This is how a substance is produced 

Man is a substantial being which has its proper intellectual activity 
and two sides of spirituality and substantiality Man’s spiritual side 
IS made to communicate with the Great Spirit of the universe Being 
siroplihed, the human is called a miniature copy of the universe The 
universal activity is pantographed so that u ma> be transmitted to the 
human Because of this, man is to be called the lord of creation 
Anything cm never be completed unless the spiritual and physical 
sides arc united m one What completed like this way is a miniature 
copy of the iini\ crsc. For this reason, the human is made oneness 
with God being unified with God's Spirit as the mam and his body in 
subordination to it When man is unified with God in one, lie is 
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commumcatcd infinitely in spirit for c\er 

As it IS this world that is actne both in the spiritual and physical 
sides, if this world proceeds on one side of substantiality only, it is to 
come to be dcstructed Because, it can not keep balance for one side 
onlj Therefore, it is all the same in the case of the spiritual side 
alone. Because of that these two sides, spiritual and physical, arc one, 
it is the universal truth that they can not be separated The spiritual 
side being insisible, it is impossible to prove it in a physical way, and 
so the human uses it very little What considered by human know 
ledge and expressed by word of mouth is the word ofhuman thought 
Therefore, though it is intended to bring forth the peace to the world, 
it IS hardly possible to be realized because of the phjsical side alone 
Everything is turned to be active by the principle of spirit substan- 
tialization as I mentioned previously by saying something comes out 
of nothing 

It IS recognized at the congress that we are not living in perfect 
condition unless our knowledge is united VMth God’s Spirit Regard- 
ing the physical side of this world, all the creation substantialized by 
the force of growth promotion, has come out of the spiritual side though 
It does not look so to the human, and the substance itself in the uni- 
verse IS also produced by God 

Therefore, if the activities of God are made clear, the state of this 
world will be clarified That is to say, there are the past and the 
future with this world in the centres For this reason, it is found that 
this world is the world of God 

Up to the present, it has been thought that there was God m the 
past, who created us, and we have come down to the present, succeeding 
our ancestors in flesh and blood I think it is a way of thinking of 
the people in this present world that this world is a continuation of 
the world in the past, taking it as God After summarizing the opin- 
ions on the agenda, it has been found that this world indeed is the 
embodiment of God Himself 

It must be noticed that it is human idea to have thought there had 
been God m the past, and His Will has come down cradictonafl) 
Regarding this, there might be various opinions among you. There 
could be some thought of historical survey from the past up to the 
present 1 conjecture that you have understood that this world is God 
Htmtcir, and the supreme religion is the most authoritative to the hu 
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man, and the perfection of the universe and the humanbeing is to be 
realized 

I think It has been made clear that a path of welfare and happiness 
IS to be set up after the world is brought m peace perfectly only when 
God with great virtue descends in human flesh and blood , that our 
human society is to be founded on the ground of the supreme religion , 
that not the establishment of peace is by human knowledge, but peace 
must be established by the human activities with the power of God on 
the foundation of God’s Spirit 

1 think it may be the first time in this world to hold such a con- 
ference in succession and with you this time I think such is the 
most grateful conference indeed as it clarifies God’s Will to the human- 
kind 

The religionist should convey the divine will to the huraanbeing 
based on what I mentioned It is represented as education to give 
every one spiritual light, power and virtue This is called the growth- 
promotion of spirit in other words As this is one of the activities 
of God, it must not be performed with human knowledge It must 
not be done by restricting human mind to make him try to listen, or 
to be moved 

Oneness of the spiritual and physical sides is to be born where 
God’s intentions are brought into action as the mam element ofknow- 
Icdge, but as not developing human intelligence 

Wc must be pleased with the developments of human knowledge 
and other lines of learning But if the human has the spiritual side 
alone, he js said to be one-sided Tor that reason, such teachings only 
as human knowledge have come about, and then the present world is 
proceeding now on the physical side towards destruction This is an 
indisputable fact In short, so far as it concerns to the developments 
of the physical side, that is to say, science and other subjects of learn- 
ing arc not progressing keeping step between the spiritual and physical 
sides. In. ow.vt'jj’iav.e.e, as. fA’A sp.wvOiaJL svie, has heea heb.w/i she yfriysv 
cal side, it is now set apart far from the latter, and the spiritual side 
is now in an isolated course Such being the circumstances, the 
humankind is simply to take a dark and dreary course, should he not 
try to raise Ins spirit under the administration of the Great Spirit of 
God Therefore, I do really wish the principle of the supreme religion 
IS made known, dearly to the humanbeing even a day earlier 
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If ^\e live in the path of spirit, we are to come to know of the 
states of past, present and future distinctively, and that we should be 
obedient to the Will of Nature because of our existing in Nature since 
birth Such a sense comes about spontaneously while we lead our 
daily lues with gratitude to God, and it is not to be brought about 
artificially The permanent peace wiH come naturally in case the 
humanbcing comes to have a sense of gratitude and piety In short. 
It IS a fact that the humanbcing will come to be peaceful onlj by the 
power of God Therefore, the permanent peace must be established 
by the supreme religion 

Your Honourablcs* I am sure, you have been endeavouring for 
the establishment of the world peace and calling out for the coming 
of the Saviour I am thankful very much for your attendance at this 
conference spending much expenses 

I feel very sorry because my speech is not arranged in good order 
as I do not want to speak of an) thing consistently to human theories 
or reasons In consequence, there might have been man) incompre 
henstblc points and inconsistent ideas to human knowledge, I think 
On the other hand, I v\as encouraged listening to your ardent 
opinions, and I was so deeply moved that I made up my mind once 
again to do my work in cooperation with )ou 

I wish to beg you to give the information of this conference widely 
to your respectable people of the same mind 

I am sure we shall have some other opportunities to express each 
opinions at the round table talks. So I close m) today’s speech ex- 
pecting to hear your constructive opinions

Opinions on the Three Items of the Agenda. 

1 The word ' World” is a far greater terra than Earth or Globe Ac- 
cording to Universal or Vcdic religion there are 5C\cn worlds (1) Bhuh, 
(2) Bhmvah, (3) Swah, (4) Mahah, C5)Janah, (6) Tapah, (7) Satyam We 
arc however much more concerned with the ''Earth” and the members 
of the mankind for our immediate purposes The conception of the 
words "Uorld’ and "Unuerse” is almost the same and both of them 
arc capable of incorporating — within their orbit the Earth, Sun, Moon 
and other planets 

The word "religion” is defined in \ a nous wa)s (a) the process of 
discovering the divinity within an indiv idual ; (b) that which is capable 
of bringing about the moral and material uplift of an indnidual (c) 
the process of self purification and disinterested service of humaiiiiy 

If we were to accept, the third definition then we can easily come 
to the conclusion, that the relation between this World and religion 
is very close, cordial and coordinating, to such an extent, that the 
former cannot stand without the latter and ‘vice-versa’ 

Religion being the life guard of every individual, no living soul 
can escape from its influence. The individual soul being a part and 
parcel of the cosmic soul, it establishes spiritual unity Unless wc 
understand and appreciate the significance of the spiritual unity, we 
will not be able to know our duties and responsibilities towards our 
fellow beings for whose a round welfare we arc born, and live in ibis 
visible World Since religion helps us, to become conscious of our 
preliminary duties in life, towards God’s creation, contained in this 
World, wc can prepare ourselves to render disinterested service to hu- 
manity by undergoing the process of self purification Thus it would 
be seen, that the relation between this visible IVorld, and practical 
common reUgion in our every-day life, is very closely intimate, and 
capable of proving mutually beneficial 

2 If, however, religion were to be defined as a Law, as a duty, as a 
moral code, then it can be easily and — conveniently broadcast amongst 
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the members of mankmd, through propaganda It is therefore neces- 
sary to understand and practise religion, in us broadest sense. This 
means, all that i\e do from the time ue get up from our beds in the 
morning, till wc retire to bed in the night, is our religion only, and 
nothing but religion Because all the actions in our daily life arc 
intcr-dcpcndent, and as such, are capable of nourishing our body, 
purifying our mind, refining our intellect, and thus bringing about our 
internal and external purification, as well as moral and material uplift 

There is no need of indulging m spiritual perambulations, season 
in and season out, for broadcasting religion amongst the members of 
mankind Unless Spirituality and religion be simplified, and made 
sufficient!) constructive and practical, religion cannot be easily made 
knoun to the human beings In fact, the ivord "human being” is a 
comprehensive term It can include articulate and inarticulate beings, 
even vegetable life 

It must be noted, however, that religion as we understand, if con- 
scientiously lived, can lead members of mankind, to self-realisation 
even Though for animal and vegetable life, it provides full protection, 
preservation and power of production, and helps the process of growth 
promotion World-famous Scientists like the late Sir Jagdishchandra 
Bose had proved that vegetable kingdom also possessed life or soul 
Religion therefore, after being simplified and given a constructive 
and a practical form, can be easily and conveniently made known, 
to the huraanit), through education, and ceaseless propaganda 

3 Religion and Peace arc synonymous terms Spirituality, religion, 
politics, social service, and economics are branches, of the great hu- 
manitarian service " 'Politics’ is a phase of 'spirituality’ 'Economics’ 
has Its origin in political finance Social service is the medium of 
rendering service through its sister branches Practising the funda 
mental principles of Religion, such as Ashtasheelas, Ten command 
ments, or Ten aspects of 'our Spiritual legacy in our every-day life, 
IS exactly living religion

Scientists, who have alrcad) allowed themselves to be exploited b) 
world politicians and militarists, have produced bombs, which have 
threatened the very existence of mankind 

Social reformers all over the ^\orid, through their various organisa- 
tions tried and have been trying, their level best, to solve the problem 
of Peace, but they too have modestly admitted their defeat 

It is therefore now the turn, and the privilege, of a 'religionist* 
to work in his own v\ay, to achieve the long cherished object It is 
encouraging to know, that sincere and drastic attempts are being made 
by various religious organisation all over the World, to reach that goal 
"AV\NAI-K\0” under the able and inspiring guidance of its 
revered founder Master Nakano, it seems, has taken lead, m the gigantic 
task of establishing permanent peace on earth through religion, and it 
is up to us all to pray God to crovvn their efforts with success

THE FOURTH WORLD RELIGION CONGRESS. 

From far away England I have the honour to salute the Congress 

I greatly admire the enthusiasm and willingness for world service 
that is displayed by its most generous Founder, Brother Yonosukc 
Nakano, and by the President Mr Shin Negami as well as by all his 
fellow workers in Ananai>Kyo 

May your discussions be blessed by real progress towards a prac- 
tical line of policy that will secure world stability and Peace based 
on the Laws of God 

The gcat mass of the millions of ordinary people throughout the 
world are strongly of the opinion that a system of Law and Order 
between the Nations is preferable to the international anarchy that 
now prevails These millions will therefore be ready to support a 
practical application of God’s Law, that is common to all Religions 
and Mankind 

A stable Society is now the imperative need of Mankind It must 
be world-wide and international All Mankind must be recognised as 
one family in the Fatherhood of God and as one social-economic unit 
in the practical working of the new civilisation 

Such a Society must be based on certain fundamental principles 
that arc accepted by all and secured by laws common to all Nations 
These principles to be just and applicable to all sorts and condi- 
tions of men can only derive from the Laws of God 

Can we find these laws ^ Are they universal ^ Can we translate

With regard to the relation between this World and Religion. 

I would say that the comprehensive object of Man’s life on this 
Planet is for him to learn how to manifest God 

Religion IS Man’s relationship with his conception of God It is, 
therefore, the way of manifeslalion 

This being so. Religion is intimately concerned with the Princi- 
ples that govern the everyday working life of Human Society through- 
out the world 
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Ihc pncticil uorking life of Humin Society is pnmnnly t mat 
ter of economics — of ACCESS to bnsic necessities 

Jesus Christ recognised this Mhen He spoke spontaneously on the 
Humnn problem He svarned agimst panic, fear and consequent 
greed lake no thought saying ^^hal shall uc cat’ or, WTiat shall 
we drink’ or Wherewithal shall uc be clothed’ for your Hcav 
cniy Father knoucth ye ha\c need of these things But SLEk ^E 
I IRSr THE KINGDOM Ol GOD (the rule or laws of God) AND 
HIS RIGHTEOUSNrSS , (His right way of doing things ) AND \LL 
THESE THINGS (your human needs) SHALL BF ADDED UNTO 
NOU 

The same lesson is taught in the Eightfold Path of the Buddha 
In the Analects of Confucius In the Hindu Puranas In the Zend 
Avesta — indeed m all the great religious teachings 

The solution of the problem of how to li\e on this Planet is — we 
arc taught by all our Teachers— to govern our daily working life of the 
whole of world Society by the Principles gi\cn up by God 
And what arc these Principles of God ’ 

This question was asked of Jesus Christ by a Lawyer The great 
Nazarenc replied by quoting from the Hebrew scriptures — Thou shall 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart (Thy human nature) and with 
all thy soul (Thy spiritual nature) and with all thy mind (Thy intcl 
ligcnce) and with all thy strength (No other loyalty) and then He 
added and the second is like unto it, namely this Thou shall love 
thy neighbour as thyself 

He then emphasised that these were the fundamental Laws of God 
by saying— ON THESE TWO COMMANDMENTS HANG ALL THE 
LAW AND THE PROPHETS THERE IS NONE OTHER COM 
MANDMENT GREATER THAN THESE 

These Laws arc likewise to be found in all the great Religions of 
the world Jesus himself quoted them from the Hebrew scriptures 
They are universal 

How should Religion be made known to the Whole Humanbeing? 

I surest by teaching those elementary Truths about God and Gods 
Law that are common to all Religions 

All Religions at their base and in the final analysis accept that 
there is only ONE GOD And that this God is INFINITE 
God to be God must be infinity 
There can be only one Infinite 
Therefore there is only God 
Infinity must be perfect 
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Thereforc there is only Perfection 

God unmanifest would be God non existent 

Therefore for God to be manifest there must be Beings who self 
consciously can express God 

Since God is ALL these Beings must be created in and of God 
Himself 

Hence Man in the image of God 

In order to learn how, of himself consciously to express or ap 
prcciatc God Man must experience limitation and contrast 

Hence the so called evil and limitation of the Earth consciousness 
which Man is experiencing now 

The way to overcome evil and transcend the limitations of the 
Eartlibound life is given by the Religious teachings of the great Mas 
ters the two Basic Principles of which have already been quoted 

By teaching this universal groundwork of Religion and leaving 
the secondary teachings and dogmas to suit Races and Climates it 
would be possible to bring all Man into one Brotherhood m the Father 
hood of God and this in turn makes it possible to base Civilisation 
on those common Principles which as ue have seen can be accepted 
by All Races Religions and Peoples 

Helision and World Peace 

World Peace depends m the ultimate on Man frankly basing his 
world Social Economic system on the Laws of God This has never 
as yet been done In many ways it has not been possible orvmg to 
the separations between the Nations and Peoples due to Time and Dis 
tance These restrictions have now been removed by Science and it 
IS now possible to bring all Men together 

We have seen what are the two fundamental Principles given by 
God for Man s right and safe living on Earth 

At this stupendous crisis in Human development wc have been 
given the Human translation of the t»o Laws 

In 1941 the leading Statesmen of the Ucstern world left all the 
chartering council chambers of the land and went to sea The sea 
which is homogeneous throughout the world and which washes im 
partially the shores of every Nation the Earihl) source of all life a 
mysteriously wonderful and symbolic platform for the enunciation of 
a policy that must apply equally to all Nations and Peoples From 
this symbolic platform they ga\c out the Atlantic Charter— On which 
they based their hopes for a better future for the world” 

The Atlantic Charter expresses in every article the Law of God- 
Love thy neighbour as thyself Article 4 gives the economic principle 
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of'cqinl ACCI SS to bisie economic needs’ 

Here nt list is the possibility of the marriage of the most profound 
and unncrsal religious tcichmg with a modern, practical and Human 
pohc) which cart be set at the root of the actual working everyday 
life of the whole of Humanity on the Planet 

This policy IS Gods I aw It automatically sets at rest all jealous 
jcs and fears and makes possible — and safr—ihc wide opening up of 
life for all Peoples m co operation and Peace. 

Here Religion is coming into its true place in Human affairs, 
moulding and guiding the working system of Human relationships 
This IS the great opportunity that is now offered to us It is one 
of the great turning points in History It is the greatest challenge 
that man has yet had to face.

We 
find that m the world some arc happy, some arc grief stricken, some 
miser.'ible, some right, some intelligent, some dull, some saintly and 
some villainous Why for these contradictions and how can they be 
explained then ’ In order to get the proper understanding about this 
strange phenomena, we shall now find out the root cause of all these 
The world is created by Cod with a view to become instrumental 
for the human souls m discharging tiic decrees of their fates, and to 
enable them to perform such actions so as to elevate thcmscKcs, and 
to free them from the seeming bondage But the human souls rejoice 
in it with the help of mind, and while so enjoying, the mind lakes up 
the idr.t of "possessing” it, and the trouble starts It will thus l>c seen 
that this world docs not at all constitute a bondige nor any obslriic* 
tion to the human soul It is the mentally creatcil world by the soul 
Itself which IS the root cause of the bondage, of all these troubles and 
of all (he contradictions ssitnessed in the world IT IS Till.

The relation therefore between the world and religion enn just 
be compared to that of a child and mother. Religion takes proper 
care of those who wholeheartedly with a repentant mind take its shel- 
ter Religion IS never heard of failing anybody so far whoever has 
resorted to it Religion therefore can also be called a true abiding 
friend and vvcllwisher of the soul 

The v\orld IS compared to a stage of a drama and the human- 
beings vMth the actors by Shakespeare The comparison is absolutely 
true in as much as the actors in their conscience know what they are, 
yet they play well a king, a servant or other parts allotted to them 
So m this v\orId humanbeings arc sent by God merely to play their 
parts , but while playing the parts, they forget the purpose and identify 
themselves with the parts they play, and hence the (rouble crops up 
In order to remove this misunderstanding which has arisen through 
Ignorance, thereby bringing an end to all the troubles, religion is 
preached to be observed Religion, therefore, vmII remain related to 
the world so long as it needs, and there will always be the need of 
religion for the erring humanity in the world Ruskin has truly 
stated ' — 

Wheresoever the search after Truth bcgings, there 
life begins, wheresoever that search ceases, there 
life ceases 


2. Know ye not that ye arc the temple of God and that 

the spirit of God dwclleth in you^ 

In Gua Lord Krishna, while preaching to Arjuna, says '* I reside 
m the heart of every body” God is not only the quintessence but the 
root of all religions also Thus every one has religion in him, but 
only that fie does not perceive it in us true aspect He tfiinks it re- 
ligious whatever he docs What a false notion harboured by him’ 
And this false notion is attributed to Ignorance It is therefore neces- 
sary to destroy Ignorance and that can only be done with the help 
of religion 

A humanbemg, through many births, has dabbled into ignorance. 
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and so the change for better in him cannot be brought about over- 
night Therefore in Gita Lord Krishna says ''The enlightened may 
not confuse the minds of those who are attached to actions (and the 
fruits thereof), rather must they perform all actions, unattached and 
thus encourage them to do likewise” So the first step is not to shake 
them Violently, but initiate them gradually and persuasively into re- 
ligion Unless the mmd is purified, good advice will be of no avail 
It is therefore essential that the human beings may m the beginning 
be led to perform good actions FEAR, LOVE and INDUCEMENT 
play the most prominent part in making them turn to good actions 
FEAR of consequences that they will have to suffer for all unjust ac- 
tions they do , LOVE the sinners but hate their sms, thus there should 
be love for the uncnlightend, and lastly INDUCEMENT should be held 
out to them that if they perform good actions they will never go un- 
rewarded, besides incurring the favour of God This slow but steady 
turning later on plays a marvellous part m their lives A Sinner of 
today will be turned into a Saint tomorrow 

It is seen that the beginning with the masses by the priests, prea- 
chers and religious reformers is usually done m the reverse order 
There has been a good deal of preaching, but even then the human 
beings go not only their way, hut in many instance they have deterio- 
rated also What is the cause of this steady deterioration though 
there arc plenty of Holy Books available, no scarcity of priests, prea- 
chers and religious reformers, temples and churches arc in abund 
ance, crodwed with devotees ^ The reason is not far to seek 

Just as a good physician, before administering medicine to the 
patient, will try to find out the root cause of the disease, and then 
give him proper medicine- So the priests, preachers and reformers 
should feel the pulse of the human masses, and try to find out the root 
cause Generally the root cause lies m the impurity of the mind just 
as the cause of all physical diseases lies generally in constipation 
Unless this root cause of impurity is removed, no amount of good 
ads ICC will produce any desirable effect upon the humanbemgs It is 
therefore incumbent upon the priests, preachers and religious reformers 
to sec that the minds of the people are purified, and thej can onl> be 
purified with the performance of good actions 

Thus the only way to spread or to make known religion to the 
humanbemgs is to turn them, as stated above, to doing good actions, 
to make them realize as to why they should be performed, their ad- 
vantages and disadvantages should be brought to their notice The 
greatest number of humanbemgs, though n will be an unpalatable truth, 
.are ignorant of w Int religion in its true aspect is 
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As mentioned above, it should be be^^un with good actions or right 
v\ork, nnd then comes next st-ibilitj of mmd Because of doing good 
actions, they form sucii a Inbit, and they liave no\> to foster stability 
of the mind, i\!iich may keep them engaged with their «orlc. and that 
IS done by ^^ORSHIP Their vision is now made wide, they speak 
much less language of meum and tuum, and thus their vision goes on 
widening and at last comes a stage when they feel what foots they 
had been all tlic while in keeping ihcmschcs attached to illusive tem- 
poral objects And here asserts PHILOSOPHY (Knowledge) which 
totally changes the angle of their vision, they feel one v\ith everybody, 
leaving aside the language of mine and thine 

Great religious reformers have dealt with the masses m this way, 
and there is no question wliy ihe same method could not be adopted 
for spreading religion amongst masses It docs take time, but it meets 
with success ultimately 

Without the least cfTort, vices can be immediately imbibed in, but 
It requires strenuous endeavour to remove them Thus the people have 
assimilated certatm wrong notions, usages, customs through a very long 
period, besides certain samskaris (impressions) inherited and earned 
by them through the actions of their previous and present births For 
the destruction of all these, continuous studious efforts arc needed 
without which fruits as expected shall never accrue 

I will now rest content with these words of Whittier — 

O speed the moment on 

When wrong shall cease and Liberty and Love 
And Truth and Right throughout the world be known 
As in their home above 

I am sure that there will certainly be a day when the weary world 
will earnestly turn to religion for peace and spiritual prosperity 

3 Before wc discuss in what way religion is helpful in maintaining 
world peace permanently, we should know how it could have a bear- 
ing upon the porspects of the world peace 

REILIGION- Just as a young baby very badly needs for its sus 
tenance milk, so does mankind need religion for its spiritual sustenance 
How true Ruskm has said — 

Wheresoever the search after Truth begins, there life 
begins, wheresoever that search ceases there life ceases 
It IS religion only that leads a humanbeing to Truth. Even when 
a humanbeing exists physically, he is dead spiritually if he docs not 
observe religion in practice and the significant sign of a man obscrv 
ing religion is the congrmty of his thoughts, words and deeds in his 
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lifc. Thus we know that a man’s thoughts, words and deeds are mould- 
ed and brought m accord with each other by religion 

In the world we come across people with different mentalities. 
Very often the accord between their thoughts, words and deeds is sadly 
lacking, and so long as such a situation persists in the human society, 
the society can never expect to be happy nor peaceful The worldly 
people take the disagreement in their thoughts, words and deeds to be 
a qualification of high degree, but they forget that truth rules in the 
end They may have an upperhand temporarily, but ultimately their 
underhand dealings fail them, and they suffer the consequences It 
may be a man or a nation. Nature’s rules apply equally, without any 
exception, to one and all 

There was a time when the people, the ruler, the officers and others 
took serious notice of Nature’s relentless rules, and shaped therefore 
their lives accordingly But today all religious codes are set aside by 
man, masses and the ruling people, and self interest is placed above 
all It is this self interest which docs incalculable damage to the hu- 
man society There may be some dissentients, but they are far and 
few between Others follow willingly, and some may be doing willy- 
nilly But there is indeed a great majority which believes in this creed 
So unless this sense of sclf-intcrcst which haunts the brains of the ma- 
jority of people IS exterpated, the human society can seldom hope for 
achieving permanent peace 

Self-interest is the abode of many vices With the destruction of 
this, will be destroyed all other appendages The main task of the 
Losers of Peace is therefore to bring change in the hearts of people, 
and such a change can only be brought about by religion Observance 
of religion is the only panacea for .ill worldly ills 

WORLD PEACE : Though it is absolutely a fact, it will startle 
probably a great number of humanbeings when it is said to them that 
peace IS their birth right It is in the very working of Nature that 
she intends to give the human souls peace, but alas* tliey will not have 
it, and take upon them the activities which bring nothing but worries, 
sorrows, troubles and difficulties etc etc., and these all only for the 
sake of scif-miercst, which they have liked to place above the peace of 
mind and .above the interests of others 

In the present world crisis is brought about mainly by the politi- 
cians, strongly aided by the scientists Tlic masses arc ignorant of 
their designs These pohiicians talk m the name of patriotism, na- 
tionalism. luiman scrMce, and com out many such highsoundtng words 
and phrases merely to attract the people, and to get their support, all 
the lime taking special care to hide iheir self- interest. The clash be- 
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twccn the rival interests results into tvar, \% herein ignorant human 
masses arc massacred more mcrcilesslj than cutting of grass, and uhen 
any one or all parties feel exhausted they talk of truce or peace A.nd 
even then mental reservations assert themselves, and the dealings arc 
not made conscientiously by the participating members Hot» can 
ever then enduring peace be expected out of such dealings’ 

It IS argued that politics and religion are different, and that re 
Iigion should never be brought m the politics But those who argue 
thus betray miserably gross ignorance that life itself is within the pur- 
view of religion, and politics is a part of liTe, therefore politics is 
within the sphere of religion So politics should always be based on 
religion, and not independent of ii 

When the right sense dawns upon the politicians to sec their poll 
tics based on religious codes there will never be an) impediment to 
permanent peace Moreover it is the duty of the people to sec that 
their leaders abide only by the religious codes in all their actions and 
deeds, and whenever they are found swerving a little they should be 
immediatcl) made to realize their mistake Only thus can world peace 
be brought and maintained permanently 

It IS a pity of this age that peace has been so monopolized by the 
politicians that unless they desire it sincerely, there can never be peace 
in the world , and politicians are sincere so long as their interest is 
served, otherwise they are strangers This sort of attitude can only 
be mended when they take to religion, and they arc after all human- 
bcings of high calibre who have erred There will be a time when 
they will realize their error and correct it, earlier the belter for them, 
otherwise retribution awaits them.

World cannot March Ahead without Hellgious Unity 

The world is torn with strife and discord and wc know not what 
to do '\\c turn here and there for a solution but are baffled in our 
attempt Opinion is veering round to the point of view that religion 
and religion alone can take us out of the world, from darkness to light, 
from chaos to order This will not prove to be a vam search for all 
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religjons can combine to rescue humanity from destruction inasmuch 
as religion signifies relationship with God and there must be points 
common to all religions It is worth recalling what the Reverend Chief 
Rabbi, Dr Marcus Ehrenpreis of Stockholm, has to say m this regard 
‘ The diffeTcnt religious bodies arc strangers to each other , very 
frequently misunderstanding and unfriendly strangers The common 
points of belief which could bring them together are not acknowledged, 
the peculiar features of each, which confer on them value and the right 
of existence, are misunderstood and misinterpreted , any, are frequent- 
ly regarded as something hostile and harmful We know each other too 
little, we know too little of our mutual religious life We never speak 
of religion when we meet people of other religious belief than ours 
There prevails, as it were an unspoken agreement bcctween us not to 
touch on confessional problems during the course of conversation But 
such Silence m respect to religion leads no where, it does not bring 
us one inch nearer each other , it dissipates not one iota of existing 
misconception Let us converse about religion, as the Holy Scriptures 
say 'Thou shah talk of them ’ Let us enlighten each other, Jet 
us spread abroad a knowledge of each other not for the purpose of 
converting each other, but in order to learn to know, to understand 
and respect each other let us speak to each other about religion, 
honestly and like men In that way we shall come nearer to each other, 
first as individuals and then as religious bodies And when we have 
accomplished this, then perhaps we shall discover possibilities of peace 
ful CO operation 

That religion is a powerful vehicle, — the only vehicle I venture to 
Sly, — for bringing about peace is demonstrated by the fact that world 
confcrcrcnces were held m the past for attaining Universal Peace 
Through Religion and it is conferences such as these held at regular 
intervals that will keep the torch of Universal Peace burning 

What Rudolf Otto said in 1929 after the World War touching 
Inter Religious League may be reproduced here with profit 

'Who Will save the world out of its common and enormous want 
and distress, into which we are sinking deeper and deeper’ Politics, 
Stiente, TLconomics'*’ They avail nothing with the vital thing And 
what IS the vital thing’ The vital thing is the unanimous strong and 
common will or responsibility of the entire cultural civilisation to 
master the e\ d through mutual effort and a mutual aim through a rc 
ciprocal responsibility and i well planned interchange of purpose The 
vital thing IS that a mutually awakened world conscience is the lever 
for a well formed public opinion, is the means of a general enlighten- 
ment regarding ilic stale of things, which will penetrate the lowest 
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depths and draw wider and wider circles and convince aJl of the nec- 
essity for united co-operation Without such public opinion m the 
whole world, without such a ^VorId Consciousness and feeling of unity, 
all the rights of nations will remain impotent and all Leagues of Na- 
tions simply walls of paper and tools of constraint in the hands of 
those who happen to be the mighty \Vjthout it, all tali, of international 
justice and world brotherhood simply remains words without deeds, 
faith without works This is felt by every one who does not blindly 
believe in the magic power of paragraphs and statutes 

"But who Will awaken the public conscience^ Who has the power 
to control heart and mind and wdl’ Who can educate and promote 
the general feeling toward mutual responsibility ^ Perhaps the press or 
political organisations, the intellectuals of trade and science and of 
intcr-racial intercourse ^ Not one of them reaches into the depth and 
into the width upon which we depend Not one of them can produce 
the forces of deepest coniiction and permanent enthusiasm which are 
necessary here Not one of them grips and forms the strong Will that 
is born out of feelings of conscience and responsibility Only one 
thing IS able to accomplish this most difficult and important matter, 
this is. Religion with its organisations, its education, its pronounce- 
ments, its chosen leaders and standard bearers 

'This holds good in the realm of Christian mankind But it holds 
true perhaps in greater degree m the realm embracing those outside 
of Christian mankind, for the immense realms of the Islamic world, 
for the countless millions comprising the tribes and peoples of India, 
for the equally countless millions of Budhists and Confucianists of 
China and Japan 

"^Ve^e it possible to win these organisations, these 'Churchs’ of 
the great cultural religions and their leaders, for the noble mutual 
problems of mankind, for right thinking and its sosengn dominion 
over the lives of nations, its classes, its races, its men and women, for 
cooperation instead of opposition, for welt planned order instead of 
accident and arbitrary action, for reciprocal aims of serving the in 
terests of those in power, for well-planned shaping of the fates instead 
of blindly allowing nature and destiny to take its course, m that case 
a spiritual foundation would be created for a general conviction and 
allied opinion out of which enduring forms could develop into power- 
ful inter-state organisations of nations and classes” 

If vvc lay stress on truth il will be easy for us to cover a lot of 
ground 'What Mahabharatam, Mokshadharma, has to say is replete 
with meaning "Through the Satyam — the trutli — the word is borne, 
through the Satya/n man enters heaven Untruth, or falsehood, is of 
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thc manner of the Tamas»Darkness-through the Tamas man is led 
below, devoured by Tamas man does not see the light because the 
Tamas envelops him ” 

How we can tram ourselves to understand, each other is discer- 
nible in the concluding speech made by Mahatma Gandhi on 15th 
January 1928 at the Conference of the Council of the Federation of 
International Fellowship *’ It is one of the most difficult things I have 
found to enforce the great doctrine of forgiveness It is the logical 
outcome of the law of Universal Love On the whole the intellect 
grasps it, subscribes to it, the heart seems to respond to it But when 
I enter into myself and try to approach the Lord, I find it difficult to 
overcome this evil of the unforgiving spirit From the experience of 
many Hindus and Christians and some Parstes and Musalmans, and 
from my own experience, 1 know that we arc haffictL But so long as 
there is real faith that God is and that He is the Supreme Master of 
all that lives, by virtue of His love, we know that baffled though we 
may be, wc arc bound to succeed This success is unattainable with- 
out fresh dedication day after day Let us then secretly, in our own 
chambers pray to God that He may make every one of us His accept- 
able servants” 

If every country in the world were to initiate a movement to seek 
points of agreement in various religions none can keep back the clock 
of progress through peace

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Hons and geographical situation of his land In no part of the earth 
his weal and woe seem to arise from heat and cold, fertility and ber- 
renncss, sandy and hilly nature of the land or dry and damp climate 
of his country In the worst of lands man’s life can be happy if it 
IS free from wrong and injustice, in the best of lands it is sure to be 
unhappy if It IS full of wrong and injustice 

The Mighty Creator has made this wonderful and bountiful world 
so full of necessaries and luxuries of life and so capable of meeting 
the growing wants of mankind that it can easily meet the requirements 
of the ever increasing population of the earth In his infinite wisdom 
He has made man the lord of creation gifimg him with intelligence 
superior to that of all over creatures Making use of his intelligence 
man has greatly improved his control over matter, and has made the 
world a highly comfortable place for man to live in But side by side 
tilth improving living conditions mans advancement in the various 
branches of science has placed enormous power of destruction in his

the word of God at nil cost 

The world consists of countless works of God it is in a way a 
collection of the wonders of crcntion containing thousands of secrets 
of nature \ stud> of the Book of nature gives man immense control 
over matter Finding the study of nature highly profitable man has 
solely devoted himself to it and has greatly improved the material 
conditions of human life But m hts study of the work of nature man 
has totally neglected to know the will of God and to follow it A 
proper stud) of the book of nature leads a man to understand and 
to appreciate the works of God better and giving him a higher idea 
of the Omnipotence teaches him to follow His wjll with greater sub- 
mission and humility than those who arc ignorant of the secrets of 
nature But from the way in which man has devoted himself to ac 
quire knowledge of the secrets of nature it appears that he has never 
cared to follow His will Gods will as embodied in the religions of 
the world and revealed through his trusted messengers tells mankind 
how to make proper use of the sources of wealth and power which 
mans knowledge of the secret of the nature brings to him But in 
hts mad persuit after wealth and power man loses all respects for 
Divine laws and chooses to follow hts own will The way in which 
trusted messengers of God have been treated by mankind for revealing 
His will and attempting to reform the evil ways offering humanity 
constitute a tragic chapter in the history of religions The defiance 
of Gods will was followed by disastrous consequences in the past, its 
defiance is sure to be followed by similar consequences in the present- 
It may will be said that there arc many religions in the world at 
present and the number of the followers of some of them is very large 
It means that the God s wl) as revealed in the religions of the world 
is followed by a majority of the people of the world But it must be 
noted that religion does not consists in performing certain ceremonies 
as paying a visit to a certain place of worship or listening to a ser 
mon or hymn , and that it consists in strictly following the rules of 
conduct laid down m Holy Books however it may go against ones 
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interests The way m which people have been observed to follow their 
religion is given by Rev. M O Ross of Elr Rapids. Mich, in the 
following words — ^"People come to the Church, just to make love a 
pleasant time, and to show off then fine clothes, therefore. I refuse to 
officiate at services If the divines of other religion are asked to give an 
account of the conduct of the followers of their respective faiths at 
religious gatherings, it is highly probable that we may get accounts 
Similar to the one given above True religion lies in observing the 
rules laid down for man’s guidance If a person abstains from lying, 
stealing, robbing etc . out of God’s fear, he truly follows his religion 
Every religion tells his follower how they should live m the world 
The founder of every religion has tried m his own way to elevate 
mankind socially, morally and spiritually so that all may live happily 
and peacefully upon the earth By way of e’cample a few of the rules 
of life taken from the Holy Quran teaching the followers of Islam how 
to heKavc under certain circumstances, and showing h.Q\v clear, deft- 
nitc, practical guidance for the varying conditions of life the Holy 
Book of the Muslims contains arc given below — 

"You who believe I When you deal with each other m contract- 
ing a debt for the first time, then write it down, and let a scribe 
write it down between you with fairness , and the scribe should not 
refuse to write as Allah has taught him, so he should write, and let 
him who owes the debt dictate, and he should be careful of (his duty) 
to Allah, his lord, and not dimmish anything from it , but if he who 
owes the debt is unsound m understanding, or weak, or if he is not 
able to dictate himself, let his guardian dictate with fairness , and call 
m to witness, from among you two witnesses, but if there are not 
two men then two men and two women from among them whom you 
choose to be witnesses, so that if one of the two errs, the second of 
the two may remind the other , and the witnesses should not refuse 
when they are summoned, and be not averse to writing it (whether 
It is) small or large, with the time of its falling due , this in more 
equitable m the sight of Allah and assures greater accuracy m testi- 
mony, and the nearest way that you may not entertain doubts after- 
wards, except when it is ready merchandise which you gue and take 
among yourselves from hand to hand, then there is no blame on you 
m not writing it down, and have witnesses when you barter with one 
another, and let no harm be done to the scribe or witnesses, and if 
you do It, then surely it will be transgression m >ou, and be careful 
of (your duty to Allah), and Allah teaches you and Alkali knows all 
things" 

"And if you arc upon a journc> and vou do not find a scribe then 
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(there nny be) .1 security taken into possession , but if one of >ou 
trusts another, then he who is trusted should deliver the trust, and let 
him be careful of his duty to Allah, ins lord; and do not conceal 
testimony, and whoever conceals it, his heart is surly sinful, and Allah 
knows what you do’ CHAPl'ER 11 Verses 282 &, 283 

”0 >ou who belcivc* Fulfil the obligations” Captcr VI Verses I 
And your Allah has commanded that you shall not serve (any) but Him 
and goodness to your parents If cither or both of them reach old 
age with >ou, sa> not to them (so much as) "Ugh” nor chide them, 
and speak them a generous word" And make yourself submissively 
gentle to them with compassion and say — ^"O m> lord' Have com- 
passion of them, as they brought me up (when I was little" Captcr 
XVII Verses 23 S. 24 

"And do not kill your children for fear of poverty. We give them 
sustenance and yourselves (too), surely to kill them is a great wrong" 
"And go not night to fornicatioii , surely it is an indecency and 
evil IS the way” 

"And do not kill anyone whom Allah has forbidden except for a 
just cause, and whoever is slain unjustly ^Ve have indeed given to liis 
heir authority, as let him not exceed the just limits in slaying, surely 
he IS aided ” 

"And draw not near to the property of an orphan except in good 
ly way till he attains lus maturity and fulfil the promise, surely every 
promise will be questioned about ” 

"The lofty teaching of the Holy Book were strictly followed by 
the founder of Islam himself and his example was followed by a num- 
ber of pious Muslims Under the influence of the teachings of the 
Holy Book some of the Muslims confessed their crimes willingly and 
received the prescribed punishment however severe it was, they firmly 
bcleived in the day of Judgement, m the responsibility of their deeds 
m this world to God, and in Heaven and Hell Speaking of the way 
in which the Muslims believed and followed their religions Thomas 
Carlyle says "Above all things, Islam has been religion heartily 
believed The Arabs believe their religion and try to live by it ” 
Cannon Issac Taylor speaks of the life led by the Muslims under the 
influence of the teachings of their religions as follows* — 'In resigna- 
tion ■mfcinpeia.Tice, tAtatvC), xtititA'j' ■atji m knotVitaVnjod 

of believers, the Muslims set us a pattern, we should do well to follow” 
The honour of following the noblest teachings of Islam under the 
most trying circumstances goes to the grandson of the prophet. Imam 
Hustin, who as a result of the martyredom suffered by him is known 
as the prince of martyrs The most important result of the sacrifice 
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made by him m the sacred cause of Islam was that the religion of 
t^he prophet which had become an object of dension and contempt 
during the reigns of the wicked Muslim rulers Muawiah and Yazid 
was restored to its rightful place In his essay on Imam Husain Dr 
Mornco writes as follows — 

Every great character m the history is born with a high mission, 
IS life consists m fulfilling that purpose Jesus Christ, as a man on 
Sreat mission m life by teaching that the kingdom 
0 Uod was within us and consisted of love and purity of heart 
bocrates, even when quaffing the cup of lem lock, expounded that 
Wisdom was to be sought above all things as price less possession 
Mohammad preached Islam or obedience unto God Imam Husain 
adhered to the principles of truth firm and unshaken to the end pre- 
crring even death to dishonour Such souls never die, they continue 
or all times and Imam Husain still occupies a high place among the 
eaders of mankind, a source of inspiration to all Muslims and an 
exemplar to those of other faiths, for he was fearless in character, 
tearless m devotion, and true to the ideals he faithfully espoused” 

Religion IS the will of God, the maker of the world God’s trusted 
messengers delivered His Message to mankind in all the lands Peace, 
safety and happiness for mankind lie in following His Will , disregard 
or disobedience to His Will is sure to lead to destruction Nations 
of the world realize the danger threatening their existance, they ap 
pear to have awakened to the dire consequences of increasing their 
Control over to matter in order to add to their wealth and power in 
disregard of God’s Will May they turn away form the path they have 
been following for centuries and turn all their knowledge to construe 
tivc purposes to advance the happiness of mankind all over the world 
and place within the reach of every inhabitant of our globe a share 
of the unlimited bounties of nature with which our Great Maker has 
blessed the mother earth 


Answer to the second problem 

All human beings with very few exceptions profess some faith

and public places The unity of God, man’s answerability to Him for 
the deeds done by him in this world, and His mercy to humanity 
should be duly emphasized to turn every individual into a true servant 
of God The peace of the world will be secured when mankind re- 
alizes the importance of the Will of God and tries to follow it in the 
way It should be followed

The letter states that JESUS WAS A MEMBER OF THE ORDER 
and many of the members were present at his crucifixion It is more 
than a mere coincidence that Jesus disappears from record in the Holy 
Bible just at the age of twelve, the age at which the Order took boys 
for education He docs not appear again until the start of his minis 
try' In its account of The ESSENES the Encyclopedia says that — 
"THEY ^VERE COMMUNISTS AND SHARED THE 
FRUITS OF THEIR LABOR WITH THEIR FELLOWS 
IT WAS THEIR CUSTOM TO EAT THEIR MEALS 
TOGETHER— "TO BREAK BREAD” 

It seems undoubtedly that from this custom of the ESSENES, Lord 
Jesus established the custom amongst his disciples of "THE BREAK- 
ING OF BREAD” And from which the Christians derive their com 
munion I must therefore emphatically say that the Americans’ and 
their allies’ attempt to kill Communism is just as to kill Christ himself, 
as undoubtedly Christ himself was a staunch Communist I suffered 
all this while to remain silent so long but I cannot tolerate it any

munism From humanitarian point of view the American Capitalistic 
bloc which wants to preach and promulgate Capitalism and protect 
the pro-capitahstic forms of Government the so called "FREE

About the destructive power of the 
Hydrogen Bomb another eminent scientist says that only 4 Hydrogen 
bombs weighing 100 tons each can destroy entire LIFE on the Earth 
and these four H — Bombs if exploded would give out radio-active 
particles equal to 960,000 tons of radium which would penetrate to the 
farthest corners of the Earth and remain dangerously active for more 
than 3 years and any living being coming m touch with these particles 
till 5 years would perish" 

It IS said that 1800 babies born m America were adversely affected 
by radio activity from H-Bomb experiments last year 

The atmosphere and w aier which arc being poisoned by Hydrogen 
experiments arc not the monopoly of the Americans but a free gift of 
God to all the living beings to inhale and drink and therefore Ameri- 
cans have no right to play with the lives of men and animals Tlicir 
H-Bomb tests and experiments arc open challenges to the human and 
animal life and these challenges must be accepted by all human beings 
joining together w ith Communist bloc against the Capitalistic bloc to 
bring them to senses who arc playing with the lives of the whole 
humanity Moreover as the present situaltion of world politics is one 
of the balance of power If therefore all the poor peasants and

the primal cell proton and gens, positive and negative, and charged 
With sexes, they vibrate with diffcncrent velocitys It is possible to 
change them into one another But the final Mystery always remains 
an all intelligent, creative ENERGY — ’LIIE, moving all in a wonder- 
ful organic, perfect ORDER Here science based on the five physical 
senses remains humiliated before the great V 

All the researches of men arc directed only on expressions of LIEF, 
birn Itself by Itself and separate, we arc not able to be aware of LIFL

that Jesus taught His disciples to follow His way and commandments 
(in the Swedish state church is read the Sermon on the Mount only 
one a year) The possibility of perfection for man, Jesus confirmed by 
sa>ing— who will follow My way can do even greater works than My* 
self’ The words of a Master cannot be said in vain 
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The Hindu religious Philosophy teaches that the highest God — 
BRAHMAN created the Universe to become conscious of Himself 
According to the eternal law this can be possible only in Duality — 
there must be subject and object as well Thus Brahman created the 
Univcrs as a “mirror” to "sec Himself” Thus the created Universe 
by Itself IS an illusion — MAYA Schopenhauer, the great german phi- 
losopher says the same in his “ The world as Will and Conception,” 
the late Russian phlisopher P NikolaiefT m his "God as the perfect 
Consciuosness ” came to alike expression The Hindu philosophy sees 
the evolution of the primal cell thru many forms of mineral, plant, 
animal and finally the humanbcing, in which for man gradually de-

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of the heart Our mentality educated from childhood m the false con- 
sciousness of weekness and sin, judges from the standpoint of flesh m 
Us limitations, forgeting that only the Spirit is able to realise the 
REALITY Doubts and ncekness arc bad helpers 

Man is always trying to serve two lords As long as the body is 
the ruler of his life. Spirit cannot take its place, because It cannot 
act in an unclean vehicle full of lusts Eternal Light cannot shine

Brothers and Sisters, 

I am sure you will agree that progress is only aiiolher name for 
Umversahty The very conception of progress is perfection, m which 
there is no room for divisions and limitations In perfection alone lies 
the key to eternal happiness whereas imperfection is always haunted 
by fear The vast ocean knows no fear, but the little pond is afraid 
that Its waters may dry up and it may cease to exist Therefore it is 
the ambition of the small pond to expand into perfection and be one 
With the ocean so that it may have no fear Such m truth is the 
progress of man also If he confines himself mentally and spiritually 
wiihm his own restricted region, the smallness of this existence i$ 
shadowed by the fear of destruction He can conquer this fear and 
achieve progress only if he breaks away from his narrow limited ex 
istcnce and identifies himself w iih all people around him, broadens his 
Vision and becomes one with the rest of mankind The man who thus 
attains a universal outlook gathers all people to him and conquers all 



fear. Tins trully is progress for mankind 

The greatness of man is m proportion to the comprehensiveness of 
his sympathies He who can look upon his neighbours as one with 
himself IS greater than he who identifies himself with the members of 
his own family So also when a man comprehends within his sym- 
pathies his State or his Country, and finally the entire World and looks 
upon every one as part of himself, he becomes proportionately greater 
m his spirit and happier in his mind His progress may be said to 
attain perfection when he conceives of the whole universe as one and, 
indeed, becomes himself the whole world On this high le\cl and the 
fears and anxieties, weaknesses and dissatisfaction cease to exist and 
man becomes supremely happy Now, tell me, docs not this lofty path 
of progress and peace appear to you infinitely valuable ’ In our 
advance towards this exalted ideal, do your narrow creeds, your 
parochialism, your limited loyalties and nationalism hinder the pro- 
gress ^ If they do, then surely your vision is small, your nationalism 
IS narrow, your humanism is false, for it will always envelop you in 
dangers Such a person is unable even to perceive the experience of 
unity and peace 

But I should here emphasise that the progress into the larges uni- 
versality should not be at the expense of the smaller units It is not 
that we should destroy the smaller hamlets m order to build a garden- 
city It IS not that we should annihilate the States m order to exalt 
a Nation or that we should destory the Nation to establish a united 
world The secret of progress is to make not only the A\orld a happy 
and peaceful place, but also to make every constituent part of it 
equally happy Universal happiness is not to be attained by force 
It can only be achieved through love and cooperation and the com- 
bined effort by all the peoples of the world. Such a broad vision can 
be developed only by cultivating a comprehensive outlook towards all 
mankind, in which there is no room for any distinctions and inequa- 
lities This universality is like a huge palace which contains withm 
it all the distinct entities of the world under one roof without any 
distinction We cannot build such a palace on the ruins of other 
smaller units 

Docs any one seriously imagine that if the entire produce of the 
land, all manoower, all the skill and creative genius of the world arc 
put together in a combined effort, there will ever be any starvation 
any where’ Can any one think that by freely spreading knowledge 
througout the world we shall lose respect for each other’ If we dis- 
tribute the land among all people, will the produce from the land ever 
grow less’ If man were to cast off the slough of selfishness, and be- 



come a citircn of t!ic world, u ill (he orld persecute him ^ Surely not 
do not know hou filsc ideas and fears like these have taken root in 
people Of course, if people turn their faces away from 
nigh ideals and look upon their lives separate and unaided, living m 
self-centred isolation, they would be surely obsessed with fears. Tlicy 
"ould be anxious about whit might happen to their families if death 
suddenly snatched them away, or how their family would live if tomor- 
row they became suddenly impoverished, and so on 'Ihcsc fears arc 
orn out of those false foundations in which present day society is 
^oted, foundations which rest on materialistic and acquisitive values 
s long as man remamss eparate and self-centred and society follows the 
raditional path of acquisitive materialism, so long there is every rea- 
son for the individual to fear But the moment he feels himself one 
with the entire community or nation what need is there for fear^ 
will then be responsible for him The anxiety for possessions 
ond acquisitions is but a symptom of man’s fear and lack of faith It 
can never be the instrument of progress To imagine that such pos- 
sessions m progress is the height of ignorance 

Every one has got into the habit of thinking himself to be different 
and separate from others, and wholly dependent on himself for his 
security, subsistence and progress On the foundation of this narrow, 
selfish conception people have created the structure of human existence, 
and even m spite of the many evil consequences that flow from it, 
ncy have habitually stuck to this tradition From time to time saints 
and sages have preached the gospel of oneness, but this was considered 
be merely a theoretical ideal which was never even attempted to be 
brought into actual practice The very idea that mankind can march 
forward by facing all joys and sorrows in unity and thereby solve 
automatically the problem of common security and peace, was alied 
to the minds of the people Much less could they appreciate the rare 
joy that can be derived from a common collective life, or even imagine 
that it was possible Man has got into the habit of oppressing and 
exploiting others for his own benefit, and has transformed this beauti- 
ful paradise of life into a fierce " struggle for existence ” Is this the 
path of human progress ’ Is there a divine law by which man can 
achieve happiness only through the unhappiness of others ’ Docs the 
fertile earth fail to produce enough to enable all her children to live 
>n comfort ’ If a man trains himself to produce wealth without plun- 
dering others, does he become obnoxious ^ Only monumental igno- 
rance will answer these questions m the affirmative 

However, my friends, if people tell me that this ideal of world 
unity and universal equality is a very difficult ideal, and that it can- 





not be put into practice all at once, I would readily admit it. But, 
then, it docs not appear today that ^^c are even graduallj, step by step, 
advancing towards that ideal See how men are organising their creeds 
and caste distinctions in an ofTcnsuc spirit Provincial groups arc 
organised in such a way as to dcstroj the strength of the nation In 
the name of the nation they arm themselves with Hydrogen and A- 
tomic bombs to destroy the world itself Can all this folly be con- 
sidered to be conducive to the progress of the world ^ 

Friends, those learned scientists are indeed wonderful who have 
transformed the means of social progress into mitrunients of social 
destruction The temples of high idealism have been converted into 
wicked haunts of chauvinism and fanaticism. Even the name of the 
Almighty is taken by them as a pretext for sucking the blood of fellow - 
men. What a perversion of human progress^ 

Those who arc outside the pale of Hindu religion are treated with 
suspiction and hatred And yet when people are taught to view all 
religions with tolerance and sympathy, and the followers of others re- 
ligions, such as Christians and Moslems, voluntarily approach Hindu 
temples, they arc denied entry by the priests Is this our progress^ 
Is this our morality ^ By such conservatism man becomes debased 
Not only does this attitude make any universal outlook impossible, it 
even makes it difhcult to do our duty even to our local neighbours 
Friends, consider to what end we have to progress Arc not all 
human beings the beloved children of one Father ^ Do they not 
breathe the same air' Is man born for hatred and destruction or for 
love and progress^ Have our Gods, whom we devotedly vvorship un- 
der various names and forms directed us to disrupt or disintegrate 
human society^ Have not all the religions of the world taught us to 
look upon the joys and miseries of others w ith sympathy^ Yet in which 
direction are we going ^ IVc have, indeed, forgotten the import of all 
these great truths, and have advanced m selfish illusion towards the 
wrong direction Have we, thereby, gained any peace of mind ^ What 
kind of wisdom is it which leads man to hts fall' It is not wisdom 
but utter folloy ' While a mao demands loudly that his country should 
be free, his language and literature should be free, suppose he also de- 
mands that his code of right and wrong and his morality should also 
be free and unfettered * Do you think this will ever lead to any pro- 
gress' Strange indeed, is this progress of mankind. Surely this is a 
total destruction of rerson, peace and spirituality, not progress 

In fanaticism and nationalism which arc based upon hatred I find 
a mechanism to turn a human being into something less, for under 
its influence man cannot meet his fellowman, enjoy hts company or 
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gcthcr, then the difTercnt streams of human community, meeting in 
one large human ocean, can transform this world into a divine king- 
dom in a day This is the only way to secure world-peace It is the 
way of universal prosperity of all , it is the high-way of human equality 
Therefore, come, let us without delay march forward on this Path 
Under the fluttering banner of humanity, dedicated to establish the 
happiness of mankind, let us establish centres of service and utilise 
all our resources for the happiness and prosperity of all This alone 
is true religion, through this alone can peace, progress and the perfec- 
tion of the human spirit be ach^e^cd

Kyo under whose ouspices this Congress is being held is a convincing 
proof of the genuine desire for the betterment of humanity through 
the spiritual approach 

India, too, has always cherished since time immcronal this spiri- 
tual approach and thus we come nearer to each other m our thoughts 
which arc the forerunner of our actions Lord Mahavira and Lord 
Buddha gave their enlightened philosophies practically during the same 
period and both were born in Indn There is a great degree of simi- 
larity in their Mcws, tlie mam pivot of which is Non-Hurtfulness The 
teachings of Jam Philosophy as propounded by Lord Mahastra are 
centred on one thing, namely— the conquering of the self, the very 
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"ord Jam means the conqueror of the Self and those who follow this 
path are called Jams The only question that arises is that how quid 
can we reach that goal and uhat are the methods to be adopted for 
It Will It be through acquisition or will it be through renunciation^ 
Well, the answer is both, this may seem Strang as both qualities op 
pose each other but I shall attempt to make my statement more clear 
^acquisition of the spiritual values and renunciation of the material 
values, this logic in Jam terminology is known as ‘Sadyarad' and in 
modern terminology is known as the Theory of Relativity which has 
been so well exposed by the late Dr Albert Einstein It is through 
the medium of this Theory of Relatuit) that this whole philosophy 
can be explained and understood 

I shall however not go into the details of this logic at the moment 
and return to the mam point of discussion, namely how shall we reach 
that goal and how fast ^ To this I will answer that the quickest method 
IS to adopt the Mahavrattasor — the Big Vows into to, these vows are 

1 Absolute Non Violence in mind, body and speech 

2. Absolute Truth in mind, body and speech 

3 Absolute Non Appropriation in mind, body and speech 

4 Absolute celibacy in mind, body and speech 

5 Absolute Non Possessions in mind, body and speech 

these five vows are to be observed for life and any one observing these 
vows leads the life of a monk or saint and reaches the cherished goal 
the quickest way, but all cannot travel that fast and so for those people, 
who are always in a majority, there is a slower way, this way is also 
based on the same basic principles of Non violence, truth, non appro- 
priation, celibacy and non possession and has been put in a practical 
form acceptable to all huminbeings irrcspcctwc of caste, creed, color, 
country or sex by Acharya Shri Tulsi— an eminent scholar of Jain 
philosophy, in India nowadays under the name of “ANUVRATTA 
MOVEMENT” the word ANUVRATTA consists of two part ANU— 
meaning atom and Vratta meaning vow, thus the whole s\ord meaning 
Atom hkc Vows Every one, I am sure, is familiar with the word 
Atom and the people of this nation have been the victims of the highly 
destructive power of this tiny Atom when the first nuclear bomb was 
dropped on *Nagasam and Vinxedrona, k imi vuit taj -one cot/i6 lorgct 
the horrible suffering brought about by this bomb The ANU- 
VRATTAS, though small, have great potential energy which when 
once released gathers momentum and keeps on emiiting more moral 
strength which in the end will lead up the spiral stainvay to enlight- 
enemcni These ANU\ RATTAS whose aim is to direct everyone to 
the right typ® of behaviour, helps in the process of self introspection 
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\%hich helps a great deal in realising our manner of behaving towards 
our fellow men and create an atmosphere where all men may have 
equal oppotunity to release the immense potentialities of what is good 
m them for the bcnifit of themselves and the whole of humanity 

In this world tormented by frustrations, discrepancies and above 
all by Fear and Suspicion ANUVRATTA creates an atmosphere of 
calmness and Peace, not a temporary one, but an everlasting one, whose 
source does not he in treaties which often run into volumes, and which 
are full of legal tcchnicallitics, but is deep rooted m the heart of men 

It IS my firm conviction, and I believe the firm conviction of all 
men of goodwill all over the universe, that in order to establish Peace 
on a permanent basis, every individual must have that kind of peace 
firmly rooted in the heart and based on Non-Violence which is the 
highest moral value of life Since this Anuvratta Organisation docs 
not m any way infringe upon the right of individual belief, I could 
say it offers a common platform for all the peoples of the world and 
thus pave the way for closer understanding and uniformity in our daily 
behaviour which I consider is a most practical mode of bringing peo- 
ple of different faiths and ideologies together 

As a result of such a universal effort for unity and tolerance we 
reap the harvest of permanent world peace — bearing no ill-will towards 
any one and thus eliminating causes for friction which ultimately lead 
to Wars It is through a rapid rise m the moral and ethical standard 
of the people, not merely by dogmas but by practical application, that 
mankind can preserve its dignity and entity and lay the foundation 
of Permanent 'World Peace 

I believe that if all the forces of goodwill were to unite and make 
a strong determination to translate their goodwill into righteous actions, 
a powcrfull force can be generated wich w ill become the source of an 
immense reservoir peaceful energy which could block any destructive 
tendencies and keep alive the bastion ofPeacc for which so many have 
been striving 

In conclusion, I desire once more to express my deep sense of 
gratitude to all of you present here today for listening to me so patiently 
and I hope to be of any help to any of you who may be visiting India,

Charter of 

The International Religious Federation 


Article 1 : — Name and Location 

The fcdention shill be called the International Religious Federa- 
tion, and It shall be located m Shimizu City, Japan 

Article 2: — Objects 

(a) To promote the spiritual eIe\ation of all the humanbeings of 
the world on the foundation of the Spirit of Supreme God who 
IS in charge of the force of Growth Promotion of the Universe 

(b) To form a spiritual union among all the humanbeings surpass- 
ing discrimination of races, tribes and frontiers 

(c) To raise universal religiosity, culture and morality, and to 
mitigate obstructions against them 

Article 3: — Organization 

The federation shall be composed of a religious body or bodies 
and an individual person or persons of any race or creed who 
participates or participate in the accomplishment of the objects 
provided in the previous article. 

Article 4 : — Works 

(a) Publication of an organ paper, pamphlets and books 

(b) Holding meetings, conferences, discussions and symposiums for 
the purposes set out in Art 2. 

(c) Ad\ising or guiding on or settling dissensions between religion 
and nation as well as between religions 

(d) Other necessary works 

Article 5 Headquarter in each country 

1 A headquarter ma> be set up in each country as a liaison 
organ with the General Headquarters of the Federation m 
Japan 
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2 ^ f The rules of the headquarter in each country shall be laid 

down independently m compliance with the principle of the 
federation 

3 The headquarter in each country shall be financially self- 
supporting 

Article 6; — Board of Councillors 

1 The federation shall be provided with a board of councillors, 
whose names appear m the list appended hereto 

2 The board of councillors shall undertake individual and 
collective deliberations for the accomplishment of the objects 
of the federation, and manage the affairs of the federation 

3 The board of councillors shall be composed of the councillor- 
in-chicf, one sub-counc ill or-in -chief and other councillors 

4 The councillor-in-chief shall administer the federation, and 
m case the councillor-in-chief is unable to take his office owing 
to unavoidable circumstances the sub counciIlor-in-chicf shall 
take his place 

5 A new councillor or councillors shall be recommended by 
a present councillor and shall be appointed by the unanimous 
decision of the board of councillors 

C The board of councillors’ meeting shall be held once a year, 
but the councillor-m-chief may convene a special meeting in 
case of need 

Article 7; — General Assembly 

1 The federation shall be provided with a system of the general 
assembly 

2 The general assembly shall be composed of the members of 
the federation, and the proposals of the board of councillors 
and those submitted by tlvc headquarter in each country shall 
be discussed 

3 The board of councillors shall choose a person or persons 
for each religious body from amongst tlic persons recommended 
by such religious body, and shall request him or them to be 
the representative or representatives of the same 

4 The general assembly shall be conducted by the chairman 
and two vice-chairmen, whose names appear m the list ap-

2 The officials shall be a managing-director, one assistant 
director and oflicials 

Article 10 — Finance 

1 The finances of the federation shall consist of the basic 
charge of participation iti the federation maintenance charge 
of the federation and donations and all expenses shall be paid 
out of this fund 

2 The financial >ear of the federation shall begin on July 1st 
every year and shall end on. June 30th of the following year 

3 The budget shall be formed three months ahead of every 
financial year and decided by deliberation at the board of 
councillors meeting 

4 The settlement of accounts shall be completed within two 
months after the end of the financial year, and shall be ap 
proved at the board of councillors meeting 

Article 11 —Supplementary Rules

I, Basic charge of participation m the fedcration'shall 
be thirty U S dollars for a religious body, and five U 
S. dollars for an individual member. 

2 Maintenance charge of the federation shall be twenty 
U S dollars for a religious body per annum and five 
U S dollars for an individual member per annum in 
the current financial year 

3 Remittance shall be made in U S dollar exchange or 
in British pound exchange
